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Auto Workers Laying Groundwork for Four-Day Work Week 


Detroit (AP) - The United Auto 


Workers union hopes to lay the foundation 
for a four-day industrial work week in its 
strike against Ford Motor Co. That drive, if 
successful, could have profound impact on 
the lives of millions of U.S. workers in the 
next decade. 


The UAW, historically a contract trend- 


setter for American labor, has made 
"reduced worktime" its top bargaining 
goal in 1976. The goal is to offset dwindling 
auto industry employment. 


Reduced worktime, union officials con- 


cede, is a catch phrase for cutting tyie 40- 
hour work week. Ultimately they are 
looking for a 32-hour work week with the 
same pay, if not this year then in future 
contract negotiations. If the UAW secures 
that objective for its members, other blue 
collar unions are sure to follow. 


The reduced worktime demand is among 


several economic issues that triggered the 
nationwide walkout against Ford at mid- 
night last Tuesday. Negotiators for both 
sides return to the bargaining table Mon- 
day for the first formal talks since the 
strike closed 102 Ford plants in 22 states.

Hardenburgh, N.Y. — In the face of 


rising taxes, half the residents of this 
Catskill Mountain town have been ordained 
to qualify them as tax-exempt clergymen. 


The approach has been resorted to by the 


town's 236 residents to attract the attention 
of the State Legislature to the fiscal 
pressure in their community that has 
caused their taxes to go up by three and 
four times in the last six years. 


While the residents are deadly serious 


about their move, they also appreciate its 
jocund side, addressing one another as 
"reverend" and asking one another, "Have 
you seen the light?" 


One of them, Cal Crary, burst through 


the door of the Robin Hood diner one mor- 
ning last week while a group of men 
dressed in overalls and shabby work 
clothes hunched over their cups of coffee. 


"Hallelujah," he bellowed, waving his 


green forest ranger's hat. 


"Hallelujah, Reverend," 
shouted 


somebody down at the end of the counter. 


Degrees by Mail 
Crary has worked as a ranger on the Boy 


Scout reservation here for six years. A 
month ago, he became one of the first to 
become a minister of the Universal Life 
Church, a California-based organization 
that offers degrees by mail. And last Mon- 
day night, at a big meeting in the communi- 
ty hall, half of the town's residents 
followed his lead. 


They were all ordained by George 


McClain, a plumber from the nearby 
village of Liberty. McClain, by taking a 
series of correspondence courses, had 
become a bishop of the Universal Life 
Church last November. 


Some property owners must pay as much 


.as two-thirds of their meager incomes in 
'school, town and county taxes. The main 
reason for the rapid escalation is the influx 
of tax-exempt groups whose tax burden 
must be borne by the longtime residents of 
the town. 


The supervisor of Hardenburg, Lester 


Bourke, a reflective, pipe-smoking man, 
joined Crary at a table in the diner. He 
talkedjabout the town's financial problems 
and the ordination movement, which he 
had encouraged, to fight the present 
property tax laws. 


Tax-Exempt Groups 
Like many other communities in the 


Catskiil area, Bourke said, more and more 
of the land in Hardenburgh is being bought 
by religious and educational organizations 
and thereby removed from the tax rolls. 


The Ulster County town comprises 54,000 


acres of woods, rivers and farmlands 
divided from east to west by a mountain 
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week on an informal basis, but no one 
would say what was discussed. 


Social Principle 
Issues to be resolved before a new three- 


year contract is signed include wages, 
health care payments and pensions. But 
the reduced worktime demand is the only 
issue that involves a fundamental social 
principle: Should business assume respon- 
sibility for creating new jobs to curb moun- 
ting unemployment. 


It also is the only issue that could sustain 


a long strike. Disagreements on the other 
issues involve money. Settlements hi these 
areas, both sides concede, will follow the 
traditional bargaining process. 


The UAW established reduced worktime 


as its primary objective in response to 
massive layoffs during the car industry's 
1974-75 slump. Moreover, the auto makers 
have permanently cut their workforces 
even though production is returning to 
record levels. 


By forcing thetompanies to give workers 


more time off, the union reasons, new job 
opportunities will be created for people 
hired to replace those taking a day off. 


UAW President Leonard Woodcock has 


said that economic projections indicate 


auto production will increase twice as fast 
as industry employment during the rest of 
this century. That trend will occur in other 
industries as well, he said. 


"We either have to adopt a full- 


employment economy based on a 40-hour 
week, or we must reduce the 40-hour week 
to provide job opportunities for additional 
millions coming into the workforce," he 
said in a recent interview. 


"If we don't, this democracy is going to 


be under a tremendous strain," he said, 
noting that high unemployment, particular- 
ly among young people, is behind a sharp 
rise in crime in cities like Detroit. 


UAW Vice President Douglas Fraser has 


said that the union is looking down the 
road toward the four-day work week. 


"That's where we're headed," he said. 


"We can't do it in one full swoop, but we 
can establish the principle in 1976 and add 
to it in future contract years — 1979,1982 
and so on. 


"One thing that is sure, though. We will 


not have a settlement this year without a 
reduction in worktime." 


Not New Approach 
The foot-in-the-door approach is not a 


new one for the UAW. Historically the un- 


ion lays the groundwork in one contract 
and builds upon it in subsequent accords. 
Other industrial unions often win the 
UAW's pacesetter provisions in subsequent 
contracts. 


In 1955, then-UAW President Walter 


Reuther won labor's first supplemental un- 
employment benefit — SUB — plan for 
laid-off workers. Reuther viewed the 
program as the foundation for a broader 
social concept: a guaranteed annual in- 
come. 


The UAW improved SUB in later con- 


tracts, and wants further gains this year, 
and there are now similar funds in the steel 
industries. 


Today, SUB guarantees laid-off auto 


workers nearly 95% of their regular take- 
home pay for up to a year. 


The reduced-worktime demand calls for 


12 more paid days off each year — one day 
a month. Since the average hourly auto 
employe works 20 days a month, that 
amounts to a 5% cut in work time. 


The UAW wants the time-off plan 


scheduled so that 5% of the workforce 
would be off the job each day, and the com- 
panies would have to increase employment 
by about 591.

Ford has offered up to five days off each 


year, but only for high seniority workers 
with perfect attendance. The union has 
rejected the offer, saying it would not 
create jobs, and might even reduce 
employment. 


Ford Argument 


Ford has opposed the UAW's plan in 


economic terms as well as principle. 


Economically, Ford argues that the plan 


only would increase unemployment. Ad- 
ditional time off at the same pay would 
mean higher per unit labor costs and 
therefore higher car prices. That, in turn, 
would dampen sales and force worker 
layoffs. 


Company chairman Henry Ford II 


assailed the plan in principle, saying: "I'd 
rather see jobs come with growth in the 
economy than by making people take time 
off. ... You can't pay people for not 
working and have growth in the economy. 


"We've got 33 paid days off a year right 


now (in holiday and vacation time). That's 
an awful lot of paid days off at Ford." 


In addition, Ford officials have said they 


should have the exclusive right to deter- 
mine work schedules. 


The UAW has countered that its plan 


would not force up car prices, because 
higher laor costs have been offset by 
greater worker productivity. Woodcock has 
pointed out that the industry is nearing the 
record auto output set in 1973 but with 119,- 
000 fewer workers. Thus, while labor costs 
per worker is rising, costs per unit are not 


"The companies must be made socially 


responsible," said the UAW's Fraser. 
"They cannot think only in terms of the 
almighty dollar profit and ignore the mass 
unemployment we face. They must help 
create job opportunities." 


Ironically, the union must sell the same 


argument to many of its own workers, who 
often are interested mostly in more money 
while their leaders fight for social causes. 


Fraser concedes that most UAW 


members, even with the memory of layoff 
still fresh in their minds, would opt for 
overtime to fatten their paychecks rather 
than take paid time off to provide a job op- 
portunity for someone else. 


"Our members must be made more 


socially responsible, too," Fraser added. 


Shuttle Signals 
Southern Africa 
Breakthrough

Pretoria, South Africa — Secretary of 


State Henry Kissinger announced Saturday 
he will meet with Rhodesian Prime 
Minister Ian Smith, signaling at least a 
limited breakthrough in his shuttle 
diplomacy to bring peace to southern 
Africa. 


The announcement climaxed talks with 


South African Premier John Vorster. who 
has been acting as intermediary in 
negotiations to end nearly il years of white 
minority rule in Britain's former colony of 
Rhodesia. 


Kissinger's precondition for a meeting 


was that Smith would have to be ready to 
make major concessions to African 
demands for transition to black majority 
rule in two years. 


Kissinger will meet Smith in Pretoria at 


9:30 a.m. (2:30 a.m. CDT) today. 


A day of hectic exchanges on the future 


of white-ruled Rhodesia seemed certain. 
After seeing Smith, Kissinger is expected 
to meet again with Vorster. 


U.S. officials said if a complete 


breakthrough toward a full-scale Rhode- 
sian constitutional conference is not 
achieved during the day it is possible 
Kissinger might change his travel plans — 
either delaying his departure or by retur- 
ning to Pretoria after conferring with the 
presidents of Zambia, Tanzania and Zaire. 


Smith to Resign? 
Diplomatic sources said Kissinger's an- 


nouncement signaled the imminent end of 
white minority rule in Rhodesia and the 
probable resignation of Smith, who has 
been the symbol of the hardline white op- 
position against black rule. 


The sources said it was expected an early 


constitutional conference would be con- 
vened in London to make arrangements for 
installing a new government in Salisbury, 
dominated by blacks. 


A senior U.S. official told reporters 


Saturday a Kissinger-Smith meeting would 
mean a breakthrough in the secretary's 
shuttle mission to Africa. 


Smith's ruling Rhodesia Front party gave 


him a free hand to negotiate one day before 
he flew to South Africa, ostensibly to watch 
a rugby match between South Africa and 
New Zealand, and to meet with Vorster. 


The announcement came one minute 


before midnight (4:59 p.m. CDT) Saturday 
as Kissinger returned from a working 
dinner with Vorster. who earlier in the day 
met twice with Smith.

mediately before the Kissinger-Vorster 
dinner — that Smith yielded enough 
ground for the secretary to justify a face-to- 
face encounter. 


Kissinger's spokesman, Laurence 


Eagleburger. told reporters: "Secretary 
Kissinger will meet Prime Minister Smith 
tomorrow (Sunday; morning at 9:30 a.m. at 
the American Ambassador's residence. 
That is all I have." 


After the meeting. Kissinger will return 


to Zambia and Tanzania to report to the 
black African presidents on the conditions 
they had laid down for a meeting between 
Smith and Kissinger. 


The black African leaders' conditions 


amounted to one thing: agreement in prin- 
ciple to move Rhodesia toward majority 
rule. 


On his way to Pretoria. Kissinger had 


been warned by Zambian President 
Kenneth Kaunda that a meeting with 
Smith would have to provide concrete 
results, otherwise Smith — who Kaunda 
described as a "slippery character" — 
would use such a meeting to gain respec- 
tability. 


On the other hand, a spokesman for 


Smith's party congress said the prime 
minister in his negotiations with Kissinger 
will insist that Rhodesia's government re- 
main in "civilized hands." meaning con- 
tinued white rule. 


Kissinger had said repeatedly he would 


not negotiate details with Smith but would 
meet the Rhodesian leader only if Smith 
had made major concessions and was only 
seeking "psychological assurance" that the 
I'S was willing to stand behind conditions 
laid down for an agreement 


The senior official also reported 


Kissinger and Vorster had narrowed the 
gap toward resolving the problem of in- 
dependence for Namibia 'South-West 
Africa 
1. The remaining differences were 


reported to be over who would participate 
in writing a constitution and over supervi- 
sion of elections for the former German 
colony ruled by South Africa since 1917. 


Also Meets Black 
Kissinger also met with South Africa's 


black arid "colored" — Sooth African 
designation for person of iroxtd race — 
and said tbe IS. stands "for dignity, 
equality and respect between toe race."

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India Relaxes Strict Censorship Rules 


New Delhi (UPI) - India has 


abolished strict censorship, 
relaxing rules for foreign cor- 
respondents and no longer 
requiring them to sign an

the existence of guidelines, In- 
formation Minister Vidya 
Charan Shukla announced Satur- 
day night. 


"There is no pre-censorship as 


of now," Shukla told foreign 
newsmen he had invited to a 
hotel dinner four hours earlier. 
He said censorship could be im- 
posed in the future "sometimes" 
and said television film would 
still be subject to the censor's 
scissors. 


The government has the 


power under law to impose cen- 
sorship but Shukla said it "does

Watching them in the Chicago 


TV studio that night, one was 
reminded of Joe Louis before

fighter listened to the referee's

..ting, it was usually the con- 
demned man who fidgeted, 
^grimaced, smiled or hammed up 
**ome show of bravado. Old Joe 
'just stared, not a twitch 
•^ anywhere, and then went out 
•;and flattened the other guy. 


Kennedy did not flatten Nixon 


pn .the debate of Sept. 26, 1960. 
•tteon was not knocked out, but 
, fhe severe damage done to his 
vcaijipaign that night be did to 


audience he sincerely believed 
that Kennedy was sincere. The 
old gut fighter wanted to make it 
absolutely clear he was not im- 
pugning the other man's 
motives. 


Some days later, Kennedy was 


talking with a friend about 
fatigue in the campaign. He said 
it was a problem but that it was 
worse for his opponent. Why? 


"Because," said Kennedy in 


what might have been a classic 
insight, "I know who I am and I 
don't have to worry about adap- 
Jing and changing. All I have to 
do at each stop is to be myself. 
But Nixon doesn't know who he 
is, and so each time he makes a 
speech, he has to decide which 
Nixon he is and that is very 
exhausting." 


Nixon went on the attack in 


the next three debates and. 
seeming more comfortable in 
that posture, did better. But the 
damage was done in the first 
debate. The underdog senator 
from Massachusetts climbed im- 
mediately in the polls. His 
crowds grew larger and there 
were jumpers and screamers. 


Issues? They were almost as 


difficult to remember the mor- 
ning after as they are now 16

In the fourth debate, Nixon ac- 


cused Kennedy of weakening the 
country with his criticism. 
Kennedy shot back- 


"I really don't need Mr. Nixon 


to tell me about what my respon- 
sibilities are as a citizen. I've 
served this country for 14 years 
in the Congress and before that 
in the service . . . What I 
downgrade, Mr. Nixon, is the 
leadership the country is getting, 
not the country." 


A member of the TV panel 


questioning the debaters sought 
their views on Harry Truman's 
use of profanity in the campaign. 


Kennedy, smiling: "I really 


don't think there is anything I 
can say to President Truman 
that's going to cause him to 
change his particular manner. 
Perhaps Mrs. Truman can but I 
don't think I ca^." 


Nixon, solemnly: "One thing I 


have noted as I have traveled 


around the country are the 
tremendous number of children 
who come out to see the 
presidential 
candidates 


... mothers holding their babies 
u p . . . It makes you realize that 
whoever is president is going to 
be a man that all the children of 
America will either look up to or 
will look down to... and I only 
hope that, should I win.. "

As in 1960, the presidential 


debates this year as likely to be a 
battle of image more than issues. 
As in 1960, we can expect that 
both protagonists will be well 
briefed-. Their answers are likely 
to come quickly in machine-gun 
style because each will be filled 
to the brim with facts and 
figures yearning to be unleashed. 


Each of the debaters this year

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Federal Pension Systems Need 
Reappraisal, Stricter Standards 


The New Republic is a magazine which 


caters, in the main, to a politically liberal con- 
stituency 


Even so, editors of impeccably conser- 


vative publications would have drooled to 
have carried a recent New Republic piece 
about the frightening financial mess in federal 
government employe pension systems 


The reportage discloses such systems — 


not involving Social Security, which is a 
basket case all its own — may now have a 
total unfunded liability of $300 billion. That's 
a "conservative estimate," too. 


Just like the City of New York, the 


federal government today is paying current 
retirement benefits through the issuance of 
additional debt instruments That payout 
reckons at $15 billion 


It is the judgment of actuaries, according 


to New Republic, that if the federal govern- 
ment were forced to operate on the same stan- 
dards which it imposes on pnvate industry 
and pnvate pension fund management, the 
country s annual cost would soar from $15 
billion to $40 billion 


Therein is one of the great discriminatory 


rubs, and pocketbook danagers, of our tune, 
and our childrens' time 


The 1974 Pension Reform Act covers only 


pnvate firm pensions That law mandates 
genuine fiscal responsibility for companies 
which have pension programs for workers 
Retirement rights become vested, and 
guaranteed Firms absolutely must lay aside 


money every year to pay for future retirement 
obligations There is strict accountability 


Yet this same sort of government in- 


sistence on private retirement fund solvency 
is* non-existent when it comes to public pen- 
sion systems — federal, state and local. These 
systems can be, and often are, nothing but a 
giant con game. They are shabby political 
promises made today which future 
generations must make good, in higher taxes, 
expanded public debt or cheapened dollars. 


And not even generations in the distance, 


necessarily 


In 1961, the Defense Department spent

retirement pay In 1976, DOD's retirement 
outlays were up to $7 3 billion, or nearly 8% of

What President Ford and Jimmy Carter 


have to say to the estimated 70 million who will 
watch them start debating Thursday is of little 
importance What is important is what those 70 
million think they said 


And, by and large, because economic 


policies are going to dominate this first debate, 
what we viewers and listeners think we hear is 
going to be tempered by how each one of us 
thinks he or she is doing this fall 


Therefore, in the midst of complex, 


slippery issues, each debater will be trying to in- 
troduce simple thoughts, "buzz words," tag 
lines that will make everyone feel more friendly 
toward him 


To sort all of this out, it might be well to see 


where the Democratic and Republican can- 
didates differ in major areas and to isolate some 
of the "buzz words ' and catch phrases 


What bothers most of us more than 


anything else, according to the polls, is inflation. 
It won't go away and it seems to be like a 
balloon half-filled with air. You squeeze it in 
one place and it bulges out somewhere else. Pay 
a little less for food but your taxes go up — that 
sort of thing. It's very unsettling and the can- 
didates know it. 


Ford says correctly that in the two years he 


has been in office, the rate of inflation has been 
cut by 50% That means that instead of the 
dollar being cheapened by 12% a year, as it was 
when he took office, it is only being cheapened 
at the rate of about 6% a year While "that is 
progress by any score," he says, "we must stop 
it cold " 


This is a relatively simple issue for Carter 


He is not responsible for inflation so he can at- 
tack, as attack he does He charges that policies 
of "the Nixon-Ford administration" have un- 
necessarily prolonged inflation, made it worse 
because all economic forces have not been - 
brought into line to fight inflation 


"There are more humane and economically 


sound solutions to inflation than the Republican 
programs of forced recession and high un- 
employment," he says All this would be ac- 
complished by "a steady flow of jobs and out- 
put, a better matching of supply and demand, 
reform of government regulations which un- 
necessarily add to consumer costs, strict an- 
titrust and consumer-protection enforcement 
increased emphasis on productivity, lower in- 
terest rates effective monitoring of inflationary 
trends and forces (and) standby wage and price 
controls which the president could apply selec- 
tively 


Wow 


This sort of sweeping program, without 


specific proposals, is what Ford has called in the 
past — and can be expected to call Thursday — 
"the quick fix" or a broad-spectrum economic 
antibiotic that "holds out the hollow promise 
that we can wipe out inflation and unemploy- 
ment overnight." 


His own policies — slow, steady recovery — 


is "an honest, realistic policy, a policy that says 
we can steadily reduce inflation and unemploy- 
ment if we maintain a prudent, balanced ap- 
proach " 


'Chewing gum?' 


The differences between Ford and Carter 


on inflation — and, by extension, unemploy- 
ment and the general economic recovery — is 
basically a party difference, and this can be 
expected to surface in the course of the debate 


Carter and most liberal Democrats believe 


that depression, recession, hard tunes — call 
them what you will — call for immediate and 
concerted government action Jobs should be 
created at the risk of increased, but controlled, 
inflation Build, expand, use the U S Treasury 
and the Federal Reserve Board as tools 


Government contracts mean jobs for 


pnvate industry and an expansion of capital, say 
the Democrats Build locomotives, not 
bombers, because a bomber doesn't create 
much income once it s off the assembly line 


How do you pay for if Increase corporate 


taxes and upper-bracket income taxes while you 
cut taxes for the lower-bracket wage earners 
Lower interest rates so that money becomes 
easier to borrow for new houses, automobiles 
and boats, which in turn will create more jobs 


Not so, say the Republicans 
Too much expansionism in the economy, 


too much emphasis on jobs and production, will 
bring the cost of goods up again and cause in- 
creases in wages and start the inflationary spiral 
all over again Build slow and easy, so that the 
pnvate sector keeps on getting more con- 
fidence, so that what has been gained will last 
Keep the government out of it, because govern- 
ment spending is at the roof of inflation Don t 
overtax business because business can only 
grow through capital expansion, and burden- 
some taxes dampen growth 


These- are the traduonal molds into which 


the two candidates fit by party and personal 


philosophy. Bat the debates are going to be a 
time to break oat a bit, to go after votes in the 
other fellow's yard, so watch for some surprises. 


Carter, for example, has been advised that 


the success of his program — including a 
balanced budget by 1980 or shortly thereafter — 
rests on wage-price controls unless the recovery 
goes a lot faster than anyone now expects it to 


He has already proposed "voluntary" con- 


trols, but he could suggest that they be made a 
little less voluntary than either big labor or big 
business would like In addition, his advisers 
have been telling him an emphasis on profit 
controls would help to bring labor into a more 
enthusiastic posture since wage and price con- 
trols some economists say, are useless without 
a brake on profits 


As for Ford, he won nomination appealing 


Aa a narrow and conservative portion of the 
GOP He could very well expand on his earlier 
theme that the government should see what it 
can do to bring down food prices by putting 
some controls on how much the middleman 
between farmer and consumer is making There 
are plenty of votes at the supermarket checkout 
counter, so look out for some developments 
there 


What has made voters uneasy, however, is 


not so much the specifics Polls show that while 
there have been some improvements in that last 
two years, there is a feeling abroad that no one 
is really minding the store But Carter is un- 
tried, his ideas still vague On Thursday, each 
candidate, will be trying to make the voters less 
uneasy about him and more uneasy about the 
other

Puzzle Lurks in Politics of Unemployment 


By J. F. terHorst 
Something strange is occurring in the 


politics of unemployment in this presidential 
campaign It may be related to the puzzling 
statistics and to the changed circumstances of 
the unemployed 


In past years, a jobless rate of 7 9% eight 


weeks before the election would be catastrophic 
for any president's election chances It would 
signal a devastating recession, the collapse of 
the economy, and conjure visions of bread lines, 
closed plants and gaunt faces of whole families 
without means of support 


We are not experiencing such despair in 


1976 Republican Ford is doing better than 
expected in many polls in industrial states, 
although still the underdog He is concentrating 
on conquering inflation, not unemployment, 
and the surveys show that most Americans also 
worry more about rising prices than lack of 
work. 


As if to prove the point. Democrat Jimmy 


Carter is saying that while curing unemploy- 
ment has a high priority, be is not going to un- 
furl a lot of new federal programs that might 
plunge the federal budget even deeper into the 
red. 


Yet a jobless rale of Marly 8% is Mt a 


healthy omen. From a peak of *\2% hi May

AFL-CIO President Meany, a sharp Ford 


critic, notes that 2.5 million more persons are 
unemployed now than when the President took 
office He says the rate would be 105% B* toe 
Bureau of Labor statistics actually took into ac- 


count those who are forced to work only part 
time or are too discouraged to seek jobs And in 
many industrial cities, joblessness is well above 
the national average Among blacks, for exam- 
ple, the national rate itself is a gnm 14% 


So how come the unemployed aren't 


marching on the White House'' And how come 
Carter and the Democrats can't seem to elec- 
trify the electorate7 Those confounding 
statistics may have the answer. 


The high rate of unemployment is occurring 


simultaneously with record high employment 
The number of persons with jobs climbed to 88 
million in August, op from July and June • 
Indeed, the total of employed workers has risen 
steadily in the last year of the Ford presidency 
So why, then, doesn't unemployment go down9 


One often overlooked explanation is that 


women are pouring into the work force this year 
at an unprecedented pace During the past two 
years, the number of working women has 
jumped by 2 8 million, accounting for two-thirds 
of the increase. Women, who made up a third of 
the work force in 1960, now account for nearly 
41% of all job holders That's a figure the Labor 
Department's experts didn't expect to see until 
1985 Indeed, almost 48% of all women over 16 
now work or want a job 


A clue to what their entry into the job 


market has done to swell the unemployment 
rate and create a political problem for Ford 
may he m this statistic Married men, once the 
typical American wage-earner, are experiencing 
only C2% unemployment currently 


to the mythical level of "full employment" The 
national unemployment rate for women in 
August was 9.1%, indicating that many women 
looking for work were not finding it. 


Further, the records suggest lack of work is 


not a permanent condition for the unemployed 
The average jobless person last January was un- 
employed for 17 weeks The length of un- 
employment time for those on the roles last 
month was done to 155 weeks That is, 
nonetheless, almost four months, and one can 
imagine how hard that kind of inactivity can hit 
the family budget, the payments for home, car 
and food. 


Softening the blow, however, has been 


state-federal unemployment compensation for 
most of those weeks without work. And that, in 
turn, has softened the political blow of 
joblessness 


Just why so many women have hit the job 


markets this year is not fully understood, the 
experts say But some of the reasons are pretty 
darn obvious Many wives are seeking to offset

Washington — The Italian-Americans at the season's biggest 


ethnic outpouring gave friendly applause to Gerald Ford and Jim- 
my Carter. But they were really applauding themselves. The 
National Italian-American Bicentennial Tribute Dinner was, as San 
Francisco's Mayor Joseph Alioto said, their "coming out party." 


Both Ford and Carter got standing ovations, but the emotion 


was for Rep. Peter Rodino and Judge John J. Sirica, the two sons 
of Italy who had led their people out of the dark night of defen- 
siveness. 
v 


The two "saviors of the Constitution," as none of the speakers 


hesitated to call them, occasioned pride and tears. Sirica and 
Rodino, immigrants' sons and night-school law graduates, had 
rescued them from identification with the Lucky Lucianos and the 
Vito Genoveses which had shamed them so long. 


The presence'of the two presidential candidates merely sealed 


the fact that they have arrived. 


"TUs is the biggest thing sine* Columbus landed," exulted one 


of the celebrates. "We've had affaire for cardfaals rad SOBS of Ita- 
ly banquets, but tonight we've got 2,000 people from aU over the 
country. TUs is international." 


Ahoto carelessly referred to the appearance of the two can- 


didates as "preliminaries." The main event was the presentation of 
unusually wordy plaques to Rodino and Sirica, and to two retiring 
lawmakers, Sen. John Pastore of Rhode Island and Rep. Dominick 
Daniels of New Jersey. Except for Carter and Ford and Sen. Walter 
Mondale, the head-table was reserved for certified Italian- 
Americans. Some with names that didn't end in vowels — Rep. 
George Miller of California and Tom Downey of New York—made 
it because of Italian mothers. 


The political significance of the evening for non-Italians was 


somewhat lost in the shuffle. It could, however, have been regarded 
as a preview of the debates, since Ford told the Italians in detail 
what he had done for them, and Carter hinted at what he might do 


Ford, who came early with the antipasto, described American 


aid to Italy's earthquake victims, expressed his approval of the 
reconstruction of New York's Little Italy and his fear that Italian 
Communists were protesting too much about their "strictly 
national concerns." 
x Carter told them he knew how they felt. He, too, had suffered 
discrimination. He, too, had been treated as an outsider. His own 
forbears had come to America 250 years ago, but it didn't matter 
when anybody came. Only why. He might name an Italo-Amencan 
to the Supreme Court. He thinks it is "unfair" they never have been 
represented. He might recruit some for his cabinet, although he 
didn't exactly say so, only noted that only two had ever made it. 


Judge Sinca, as unsmiling as when he sat on the bench of 


federal court and presided over the initial unraveling of the fate of 
Richard Nixon — for whom Italian-Americans voted 
overwhelmingly in 1972—told of his parents, his father working as 
a barber for $16 a week, the family living in one room behind a 
grocery store where his mother worked.

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House Will Try to Clear Confusion Over Octane Ratings

The Senate, the Federal Trade 


Commission (FTC) and the 
Federal Energy Administration 
(FEA) have all designed plans to 
require that gasoline pumps dis- 
play octane ratings, but the En- 
vironmental Protection Agency 
(EPA) warned recently that such 
efforts might actually not benefit 
consumers. 


In the next three weeks, if the 


House Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce Committee ap- 
proves, and if the busy 
legislative calendar permits, the 
House of Representatives would 
also try to clear up the confusion 
over octane ratings 


Although everybody but the 


oil companies seems to agree 
that consumers could save 
money, that the nation could 
save gasoline and that the en- 
vironment could be spared 
further pollution if octane 


ratings were posted, the EPA 
says that the techniques 
proposed in some government 
plans may lead to continued 
wasteful gasoline-buying habits. 


The FEA has rules on the 


books that have never really 
been enforced, requiring the 
posting of fuel ratings based on a 
method of rating octane at an 
average of about four points 
lower than'the system used in 
owner manuals for millions of 
older cars. 


If you see an octane rating on 


a gasoline pump, the rating is 
more than likely based on this 
new formula. But if drivers of 
older cars find a rating on a 
pump and compare it with the 
requirement listed in the car 
manual, they will be purchasing 
more expensive gasoline than 
they need, consuming more 
crude oil than the engine needs 
and spewing more hydrocarbons 


into the air than they should. 


It was the FTC that first tried 


to mandate octane ratings using 
the new formula, but its 
proposed regulations have been 
tied up in litigation for years. 
And now that the life expectancy 
of the FEA has grown short, 
some members of Congress are 
trying to pass a law to insure that 
the FTC can force octane 
postings. 


The Senate has passed a bill 


using this new method of octane 
calculations, but the bill before 
the House does not stipulate any 
particular octane formula. The 
House version contains language 
that a group called the Public 
Interest Campaign hopes will be

Home Probe 
Criticized

Washington — A House sub- 


committee reprimanded the 
Federal Trade Commission 
(FTCi Wednesday for launching 
a $449.000 investigation of the 
funeral industry on the basis of 
"less than a dozen" consumer 
complaints. 


"To get triggered off by six 


letters and your kind hearts is an 
incredible way of operating," 
Rep. Millicent Fenwick, R-N.J., 
told three FTC staffers involved 
with the investigation. 


The FTC began an industry- 


wide study of funeral homes in 
late 1972. The investigation, 
which amassed a 40.000-page 
record, resulted in rules 
proposed by the FTC in August 
1975 that would instruct funeral 
directors to provide grieving 
families with more information 
about services, available equip- 
ment and itemized lits of 
expenses. 


Rep. John Breckinridge, > 


Ky.. chairman of the subcom- 
mittee on regulatory agencies, 
said the rules would lead to 
higher costs for consumers. 


The House panel, part of the 


Small Business Committee, also 
criticized the cost of the in- 
vestigation. 


A congressional act em- 


powered the FTC to pay 
("compensate"! citizens who 
participate in its hearings. FTC 
records show $79.325 for "public 
participating funding," $11.325 
for "contracts." and $2,640 for 
"travel expenses for hearing 
witnesses." 


Kathleen O'Reilly of the Con- 


sumer Federation of America 
said in a telephone interview she 
supports the FTC's funeral 
home investigation and 
proposed rules. She said the 
funeral industry "has not made a 
case" demonstrating the rules 
will elevate funeral costs. If 
higher costs result it's because 
of the industry's "own inef- 
ficiency." she said. 


Calling the subcommittee 


"myopic and downright naive," 
she added the number of letters 
of complaint "is not a 
barometer" of consumer dis- 
satisfaction "That s particularly 
true of the funeral industry." she 
said "Consumers don't know

He knows also that the average 
person can't even define the 
meaning of time. 


To help correct all this he has 


written a book, "Getting Things 
Done." sub-titled "The ABCs of 
Time Management." 


If procrastinate and goof- 


offs put only Wo of the book's 
time-saving suggestions into 
practice, the word lackadaisical 
will become obsolete. 


For example, Bliss is sure the 


idea that everyone needs eight 
hours of sleep daily is pure 
myth. So this onetime aide to a 
U.S. senator and long-time lob- 
byist for the National Associa- 
tion of Manufacturers has a 
suggestion. 


If you can do with six hours of 


sleep daily, Monday through 
Friday, you wind up with an 
extra 40 hours — a full work- 
week — in every month, to get 
important things done. And if 
that's too tough even one less 
hour of sleep per night would 
give you six extra work-weeks 
per year. Over a lifetime, that 
would come to five extra years. 


"Think what you could ac- 


complish in an extra five years!" 
Bliss points out. "Up and at 
'em!" he advises. 


To save time for readers of his 


book, Bliss has arranged it by 
time-saving topics arranged in 
alphabetical order. Here are a 
few of his time-savers: 


—Alcohol. 
"Drinking 


(cocktails) before lunch is a^ood . 
way to transfer early afternoon 
prime time into secondary time. 
Cut it out!" 


—Bottlenecks. They frequent- 


ly result from people not having 
enough to do. Solution:, Give 
them more to do. 


—Communication. "We 


pussyfoot and call it tact. We 
equivocate and call it human 
relations." So — don't mollycod- 
dle subordinates and don't 
pussyfoot with superiors, thus 
avoiding wheel-spinning and 
time-wasting. 


—Dictation machines. "Many 


people tend to become too wor- 
dy when talking into them. Keep 
it concise!" 


—Goals. About 100 times a 


day,_ask yourself, "Is what I am 
doing now moving me closer to 
one of my goals?" If the answer 
is "No" — Eliminate. 


—Needless 
interruptions. 


They can't be helped. If it's the 
boss, just tell him you can't 
waste time on routine. Hell 
probably appreciate it. 


—Lists. Make two daily on one 


sheet. One side should be timed 
for specific meetings, ap- 
pointments and other priority 
items. Mark the other "To Do." 
The latter eventually should 
become superfluous. 


—Memos. Avoid them if they 


nsk starting a dialogue. Use 
them to: announce, confirm, 
clarify or remind. 


-"No". "Of all the time- 


saving techniques ever 
developed, perhaps the most 
effective is frequent use of the 
word "No." 


-Paper work. Examine every 


report, multiple copy, question- 
naire and file. Then apply Sir 
Simon's rule. "If in doubt, 
throw it out 


-Personal time. Volunteer 


groups, social activities, many 
personal habits and routines, 
reading and television are great 
time-consumers. The only core 
— radical sorgery. "I don't mean

more beneficial to consumers. 


The EPA's warning, issued in 


a letter to the chairman of the 
FTC last month, said that 
"because the formulation 
preferred by the FTC yields oc- 
tane numbers lower than those 
yielded by some other for- 
mulations, it may induce over- 
buying. 


"EPA has substantial reser- 


vations about this rule because it 
may result in increased leajl em- 
missions," the letter continued. 
The EPA also urged the FTC to 
"thoroughly assess the alter- 
native systems of rating octane 
and of providing information to 
gasoline consumers, and it 
should indicate why the alter- 


native selected by the FTC is 
clearly preferable to the others." 


The method of calculation ad- 


vocated in the Senate bill and by 
the FTC and the FEA is an 
averaging of "research octane" 
and "motor octane," and while 
the "motor octane" is of no 
major concern to owners of 
older cars, it will continue to be 
an important factor for newer- 
model automobiles. 


"All of this is terribly con- 


fusing to millions of car 
owners," said Louis Lombardo, 
president of the public-interest 
group. He maintains that "it 
doesn't need to be at all." 


He argues that by continuing 


to average "research" and 


"motor" octane and adding the 
number four, the owners of both 
new and old cars would be able 
to compare pump postings with 
requirements from the manuals. 
This is also one of the methods 
the EPA said the trade commis- 
sion had not explored properly. 
Critics of the plus-four formula 
argue that it would not work in 
the long run. 


The manuals in older cars are 


based on ratings with premium 
listed as 100 octane, regular at 94 
and economy, 91. When research 
and motor octane 
are 


averaged, premium is 96, regular 
90 and economy 87. According to 
Lombardo, owners of older cars 
could be "confused into wasting 
about a dollar every tankful," if 
the present system prevailed.

Carolina Bigfoot's 
Reputation Growing 


Goldsboro, N.C. (UPI) -They 


call him "that thing" in the 
tobaccolands of eastern North 
Carolina. 


Folks say he stalks the Cape 


Fear River area in a slumping 
gait and emits a deathly scream 
that causes even the most 
vicious of dogs to cower in 
terror. 


Those who claim to have seen 


him describe him as a seven-foot 
tall, ape-like creature with black 
hair. 


Jim Hollingsworth hasn't seen 


"that thing," but he'd like to. 


Hollingsworth, a mental 


therapist at a state hospital, has 
made a hobby of tracing down 
reports of the monster, Concen- 
trating his efforts in rural 
Chatham Couifty. where there 
have been several reported 
sightings and where 18-inch, 
three-toed footprints have been 
found. 


"I'm not saying, "There's a 


monster out there and let's 
prove it,' " Hollingsworth said. 
"My purpose is to research and' 
investigate these reports to 
determine what these people say 
they are seeing and hearing." ' 


For Brody Parker, a Chatham 


fanner, there are no doubts that 
for 20 minutes last spring he 
watched a figure seven to eight 
feet tall with "black fur. sort of 
hunched over and looking back 
at me." 


For Hollingsworth, who spent 


time in Washington state 
searching for the "original" five- 
toed Bigfoot, the reports lead 
only to puzzlement and a strong 
desire to find out whether, in 
fact, something exists. 


"The idea that some sort of 


relic biped could still be alive 
today is fascinating to me," said 
the former college wildlife 
major. "The whole thing is un- 


known in North Carolina, even 
compared to the Bigfoot case, 
which is also virtually un- 
known." 


Most of the reported sightings 


— almost all from around the 
Cape Fear River area — have led 
to fruitless searches by 
Holungsworth, who nonetheless 
pieces together every bit of in- 
formation he can find to com- 
plete the puzzle. 


"If these creatures do exist 


around here, they are very 
shrewd and very cunning," he 
said. "It could explain why they 
haven't been shot or captured, 
again assuming that they do 
exist." 


If Hollingsworth could only 


understand the barking and 
whimpering of dogs, he could 
have an important link in his 
chain of investigation. On one 
excursion, his trained police dog 
was reduced to nervo'us 
quivering. 


Residents in Chatham County 


say their dogs "a<ft. up," 
cowenng and whining with fear 
at some unearthly screaming. 


"It's a growly fuss somewhere 


between the sound of a yearling 
and an elephant," one farmer 
said descnbing the noise. 


Hollingsworth has set up some 


traps in the area where screams 
have been reported, but he 
won't say where because "some 
fools are going to shoot each 
other hoping to kill themselves a 
monster."

Thorn will be on hand to open 


the session Tuesday afternoon 
with the minute decreed by the 
U.N. for silent prayer or medita- 
tion. Following Amerasinghe's 
installation, the tiny Indian 
Ocean rejmlic of Seychelles, 
with its 60.000 population, was 
scheduled to be voted the 145th 
U.N. member.

U.S. Handling of Croatian Hijack Upsets Yugoslavs 


By Boris Boskovic 
BELGRADE, 
Yugoslavia 


(AP) - Relations between the 
United States and Yugoslavia 
have fallen to their lowest point 
in 30 yean, causing concern to 
both Yugoslavia's and America's 
allies in Europe. They see the 
development working to the ad- 
vantage of the Soviet Union at a 
possibly crucial period in 
Yugoslav history. 


Belgrade's dissatisfaction with 


the handling of Croatian 
nationalists in an American air- 
liner hijacking last weekend is 
only the latest disruptive issue 
UAwttti the two countries. 


An earlier diplomatic haute 


over a Yugoslav-U.S. citizen ac- 
cused of spying here and 


Yugoslav support for Third 
World causes had already soured 
previously friendly relations. 


The developments follow 


President Richard M. Nixon's 
exchange of visits with President 
Tito and a visit by President 
Ford last year that seemed to 
promise a spirit of cooperation 
between the two countries. 


Yugoslav officials said 


American policies toward 
Yugoslavia have departed from 
the lines of the Tito-Nixon-and 
Tito-Ford meetings and have 
changed the friendly atmosphere 
to one of tension and distrust. 


West European governments 


attach high importance to 
American support for Yugoslav 
independence and sovereignty, 


Analysis 


especially after the death of the 
84-year-old Tito, when the 
Soviets might try to force 
Yugoslavia back into the Soviet 
camp. 


Yugoslav leaden, however, 


decline to buy American support 
by giving up their policies of 
nonalignment. They say 
relations with America should 
be built on the acknowledgment 
of Yugoslavia's nonallgned 
policies, even though they in- 
clude positions irritating to the 
United States, such as support 
for Panama on the canal issue 
and promotion of Puerto Rican 
independence. 


Last Friday's hijack of a Trans 


World Airlines 727 Jetliner 
brought complaints from 
Belgrade that anti-Yugoslav 
terrorists enjoy the support of 
"influential and powerful reac- 
tionary elements in the United 
States." The hijackers, all U.S. 
residents; said they did it to 
dramatize their desire for 
Croatia's independence from 
Yugoslavia, which is made up of 
Croatia and five other republics. 


Yugoslavia has complained 


that since the end of World War 
n the United States has done 
nothing to prevent anti-Yugoslav 
activity by extremist emigrees. 


In connection with the hijack, 


Yugoslavs complained that the 
United States, in spite of a policy 
of not giving in to hijackers and 


terrorists, yielded to the 
hijackers' demand that their 
anti-Yugoslav declaration be 
given top publicity. 


Yugoslav officials were also 


rankled by American handling of 
the case of Luzlo Toth, a 
Yugoslav who became an 
American citizen without losing 
his Yugoslav citizenship. He was 
sentenced to seven years im- 
prisonment in Yugoslavia after a 
court found him guilty of in- 
dustrial spying but year. 


• Yugoslavia evenually par- 
doned and expelled Toth, but the 
case was complicated and 
delayed by the fact that Toth 
was still a Yugoslav cititen un- 
der Yugoslav law. 


Belfnde source* Mid U.S. 


Ambassador Laurence Silber- 
man was told as early as last 
May that Toth would be 
released. But in June he told a 
Yugoslav-American 
business 


meeting that Americans risked 
being imprisoned in Yugoslavia, 
a statement which angered 
authorities here.

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'Titanic of the Air9 Crash Is Feared

Washington — Five years ago, 


a Missouri congressman warned 
the Federal Aviation Ad- 
ministration (FAA) not to wait 
for a "Titanic of the air" before 
requiring that commercial air- 
craft be equipped with a colli- 
sion avoidance system 


Rep. James W. Symington 


believes the recent mid-air crash 
over Zagreb, Yugoslavia "should 
constitute a disaster of sufficient 
proportions to jostle even this 
lethargic administration into 
some kind of response." 


A collision avoidance system 


warns a pilot of an approaching 
aircraft and indicates the correct 
maneuver needed to avoid a 


collision. Pilots favor a system in 
the cockpit, while the FAA sup- 
ports a ground-based type 
monitored by an air traffic con- 
troller 


Last year there were some 269 


"near misses" reported to and 
by the FAA Some aviation 
authorities contend there are 
four near misses for every one 
reported. 


Most Serious 
The current head of the FAA, 


John McLucas, has called mid- 
air collisions "the most serious 
and -the most prominent 
problem that we must deal 
with." 


Symington, a Democrat, said 


in a brief statement last week 


that the FAA had promised firm 
recommendations on collision 
avoidance systems by the end of 
1971. 


"We are still wondering what 


they are," he said. 


"They told us also (that) they 


estimated the cost of lost lives in 
plane disasters to be roughly 
$100,000 an occupied seat, that 
equipping our commercial fleet 
would cost $190 million and 
general aviation $262 million to 
remove that element of risk." 


He concluded, "How long will 


it be much of an investment to 
ensure safe air travel in the'ever- 
more-crowded skies?" 


The collision at 30,000 feet 


over northwestern Yugoslavia 


Sept. 10 killed 176 persons on a 
British Airways Trident and an 
Inex-Adria Airlines DC-9. 


Five air traffic controllers 


from the Zagreb Airport have 
been detained by authorities in 
connection with the disaster. 


In a speech four years ago, 


Symington suggested a 
cooperative 
arrangement 


between the airlines, insurance 
companies and the federll 
government so the cost of colli- 
sion avoidance systems would be 
shared. 


"We are now traveling on 


planes that can carry upwards of 
400 passengers and still they 
come — in size, speed and 
numbers," he said.

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Mao Revolutionary to Last 


From News Wires 
On the night before his death, 


Chinese Communist Chairman 
Mao Tse-tung, tying in bed, still 
read and studied documents, the 
official Hsinhua news agency 
said Saturday. 


"His mind and heart were 


given to the Chinese revolution 
and the world revolution up to 
his last breath," Hsinhua said 
shortly before China's 800 
million people paid a last 
farewell to Mao in rallies across 
the nation. 


Mao died Sept. 9 at age 82. The 


nature of his illness hasn't been 
disclosed, nor has its duration, 
although he stopped receiving 
foreign state guests in June. 


China's 800 million people 


paused for three minutes Satur- 


day to pay a final farewell to 
Mao Tse-tung. In Peking, one 
million persons gathered in Tien 
An Men square, where Mao 
declared the People's Republic 
nearly 30 years ago, and bowed 
to a 50-foot-high portrait of the 
chairman. 


Premier Hua Kuo-feng 


eulogized the chairman and 
appealed to the workers, 
peasants and soldiers assembled 
in neat formations for unity, self- 
reliance and "a greater contribu- 
tion to humanity." 


"Despite his illnesses," 


Hsinhua said, "he read every 
news report on the rehabilitation 
and relief work among the 
quake-stricken 
Tangshan 


people."

Usery Calls Meet on TWA Strike 
Washington (UPI) — Labor Secretary W. J. Usery Jr. Saturday 
night called an emergency meeting between officials of Trans* 
World Airlines (TWA) and the International Union of Machinists 
in an effort to end a strike which has disrupted travel for 
thousands of passengers around the globe. The meeting was the 
first session between the two sides since the machinists shut 
down the airline at midnight Friday, affecting a total of 33,000 
employes and threatening TWA's hopes of having its first prof- 
itable year since 1973. 
Arabs Sentence Hijackers 
Cairo (AP) — A military court, in what was believed to be the 
Arab world's first hijacking trial, handed down life prison terms 
Saturday for two Palestinians and an Egyptian who tried to 
seize an Egyptian airliner Aug. 23. The court found the three in- 
nocent of charges that they were acting on instructions from 
Egypt's enemy, the Libyan regime of Col. Moammar Khadafy. 
Besides the prison terms the three were ordered to pay fines 
ranging from $2,500 to $250,000. 
Japan to Share Mig Details 
Tokyo (UPI) - Japan will share with the United States the 
"intelligence windfall" provided by a Soviet air force defector 
who flew a highly classified Mig25 fighter to a commercial air- 
port in northern Japan last week, newspapers said Saturday. 
The Japanese newspapers said U.S. experts will help dismantle 
and examine the sophisticated supersonic jet. 
Reverse Discrimination Ruled 
San Francisco (AP) — A state Supreme Court decision banning 
minority quotas in the graduate schools of California's state un- 
iversity system has ajgered civil rights leaders and may provide 
a final judicial test for so-called reverse discrimination. The 
California Supreme Court ruling applies to the nation's largest 
state system of higher education and represents another oppor- 
tunity for the U.S. Supreme Court to rule on the reverse dis- 
crimination issue. 
Hijack Leader Takes Blame 


New York (AP) — Lawyers for five accused Creation hijackers 
say the leader of the group has told investigators he alone 
planned the Sept 10 seizure of a TWA jetliner and was solely 
responsible for placing a bomb in a subway coin locker at Grand 
Central Station. The lawyers said Zvonko Busic, 28, also told 
members of the Queens district attorney's staff that he arrived 
at La Guardia Airport by plane last Dec. 29 an hour before a 
bomb blast there killed 11 persons but he denied having 
anything to do with that explosion. 
Pilots Strike in Venezuela 
Caracas (UPI) — Striking Venezuelan commercial pilots Satur- 
day defied government orders to return to work, virtually 
paralyzing air transport in this South American nation. 
Ulster Violence Continues 
Belfast (UPI) — Gunmen opened fire with a submachine gun on 
two policemen directing traffic in the small Ulster town of Por- 
tadown Saturday, killing one and seriously wounding the other. 
The attack was one of several violent incidents in the strife-torn 
province. ' 
Italian Ground Still Shaking 
Rome (UPI) — The ground kept shaking Saturday in 
earthquake-devastated Friuli and mild tremors rocked fn Alban 
hills town four miles from the summer residence of Pope Paul 
VI. Six shocks measuring between 4 and 5 on the 12-degree Mer- 
calli Scale caused no new casualties or damage in the Alpine 
foothills of Friuli, where nearly 1,000 died in an earthquake May 
6 and another 13 last week.

"The guards begged him to 


rest," Hsinhua said of the 
soldiers guarding the chairman's 
residence.

The closest personal glimpse

They said Mao wore out his 


shirts and shoes before discar- 
ding them and went on his strict 
diet following the collapse of the 
"Great Leap Forward" 
economic experiment of the late 
1950s. 


"Esteemed and beloved great 


leader Chairman Mao, you lived 
in a plain and hardworking way 
and (were) unassuming and ap- 
porachable," the guards said in 
an article transmitted in part by 
the official New China News 
Agency. 


"The house you lived in was 


old, but you declined all offers to 
have it repaired in the more than 
20 years after liberation. Your 
shirts, blankets and shoes were 
worn thin from many years of 
use. We suggested many times 
that they be changed, but you 
would not allow it." 


"During the three years (1959- 


1961) of temporary difficulties in 
our national economy, you . . . 
stopped eating meat and 
drinking tea, and shared weal 
and woe with the people 
throughout the country."

Campaign Flap 
Controversy Erupts 
On Tax Overhaul 


By Walter Mean 
and Louise Cook 
Washington (AP) — Jimmy 


Carter has urged a tax overhaul 
"to shift a substantial increase 
toward those who have the 
higher incomes" and reduce 
levies on lower and middle in- 
come taxpayers. Republicans 
claimed Carter had advocated 
increasing the taxes of half the 
American people. 


The controversy erupted 


Saturday over Carter's 
statements hi an interview with 
The Associated Press and 
centered on bis comment that 
anything above the mean or me- 
dian level of income would be 
considered higher, and anything 
below it would be lower. 


Despite repeated questions 


during the interview on Friday, 
the Democratic nominee did not 
set a figure as the income level 
at which he would seek to in- 
crease taxes. He said four times 
that he did not know what the 
break point between decreased 
and increased taxes would be. 


General Statements 
Carter's tax statements in the 


interview, as in his campaign 
speeches, were general and did 
not include any specific 
recommendations on income tax 
levels. 


Led by Sen. Robert J. Dole, 


the Republican vice presidential 
nominee, campaigners for Presi- 
dent Ford contended that Carter 
was advocating increased taxes 
on half the nation. 


The Republicans' interpreta- 


tion was denied and denounced 
by Carter rampaign officials. 


Jody Powell, Carter's press 


secretary, accused the 
Republicans of "typical political 
distortions and misrepresen- 
tations." 


Stuart Eizenstat, Carter's 


chief adviser on issues, said in- 
creases would apply to the 
wealthy, and certainly not to 
people earning $12,000 or $15,000 
a year. But he said it will take 
further study to determine the 
level of income at which taxes 
would go up under the Carter 
plan. 


Carter said in the interview 


that he plans a drastic reform 
and implification of the tax code 
to curtail exemptions and reduce 
rates. "The overall effect would 
be to shift a substantial increase 
toward those who have the 
higher incomes and reduce the 
income on the lower and middle 
income taxpayers," Carter said. 


In a partial transcript of the in- 


terview, transmitted on AP 


wires Friday night for publica- 
tion in Sunday newspapers, the 
words "and middle income" 
were dropped because of a 
transcribing error. 


After the controversy arose, a 


tape recording of the interview 
was reviewed Saturday and the 
omission was corrected. 


In the interview, Carter was 


asked to explain what he meant 
about shifting the tax burden. 


"That means people who have 


a higher income would pay more 
taxes at a certain level," he said. 
"... What are you thinking of 


as higher?" he was asked. 


"I don't know," Carter 


replied. "I would take the mean 
or median level of income and 
anything above that would be 
higher and anything below that 
would be lower." 


Q. "The median family in- 


come today is somewhere 
around $12,000, Sombody ear- 
ning $15,000 a year is not what 
people commonly think of as 
rich..." 


Carter: "I understand. I can't 


answer that question because I 
haven't gone into it. I don't 
know how to write the tax code 
now in specific terms. It is just 
not possible to do that on a cam- 
paign trail." 


Carter said he is committed to 


do it if elected, and already has 
talked to congressional leaders 
about the need for change, but 
"as far as telling you specifically 
what the tax code would be, 
there is no way I can do that" 


Dole met with Ford at noon- 


time Saturday, then told 
reporters Carter wants to "raise 
taxes for half the American 
families." He displayed a copy of 
the interview, available on AP 
tetotypes at the White House. 


"I'm astounded to read here 


mat he's going to raise taxes for 
half the American families — 
anyone above the median in- 
come," Dote said. 


Eizenstat said that was a total 


misunderstanding 
of what 


Carter had said. He repeated 
that Carter does not know what 
the turning point between tax in- 
creases and cuts would be. But 
be said it would be at a high in- 
come level, describing families 
making up to $25,000 at middle 
income taxpayers who would 
benefit from the Carter plan.

Ron Nessen said Carter had 
committed "a major blunder"

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Patty 
Hearst 
Waits for 
Sentence

San Francisco (AP) - She sits 


in her cell, crocheting, reading 
away the hours and, according to 
her attorney, apprehensively 
pondering her future at the 
hands of the court. Soon she will 
know. 


A federal judge in San Fran- 


cisco ordered that Patricia 
Hearst be brought here from her 
San Diego prison for sentencing 
Friday on bank robbery charges. 
The announcement came two 
days before the anniversary of 
her capture on Sept. 18,1975. 


Miss Hearst was convicted 


March 20 of armed bank robbery 
and use of a firearm in a felony. 
The months since the end of her 
trial have brought changes in 
her, and in the persons whose 
lives she toHched. 


"She's apprehensive about her 


sentencing," attorney Albert 


Johnson said recently from the 
federal prison in San Diego. 
"She is very hopeful, as we are, 
that the judge will understand 
the fact that the whole thing was 
caused by a violent and brutal 
kidnaping. We will urge credit 
for time served and probation." 


Judge William H. Orrick Jr.'s 


choice ranges between that 
minimum and the maximum of 
35 years' imprisonment. Since 
her conviction, Miss Hearst, 22, 
has been in San Diego un- 
dergoing psychiatric testing that 
Orrick will use in reaching his 
decision. 


Miss Hearst's celebrated eight- 


week trial disclosed details of 
her 19 months with the terrorist 
Symbionese Liberation Army 
that kidnaped her 2Vt years ago. 
Now, there are signs that she is 
looking ahead to a more normal 
existence. 


"She'll be able to have a nor- 


mal, useful life, although there 
are some individuals who'd like 
to do her harm," her attorney 
said, noting that Miss Hearst was 
listening as he spoke on the 
phone. "There would be 
problems with the security situa- 
tion. But she has indicated she'd 
like to return to school and finish 
her education. 


"She'd like to participate in 


her father's magazine enter- 
prises and probably do writing. 
She's tending toward journalism 
and probably business. She has 
in the past indicated an interest 
in law but has to expose herself 
more to it." 


Meanwhile, Miss Hearst reads 


and crochets scarves and caps 
for her parents and other family 
members who visit her weekly. 
She often talks to Johnson, her 
most frequent visitor, about per- 


sonal and legal matters such as 
the appeal being prepared. 


"I hope no one has to ever go 


through what I've had to go 
through," Johnson quoted her as 
saying. 


There are signs that her 


parents, too, anticipate more 
tranquil times. 


During the trial, Miss Hearst's 


father, San Francisco Examiner 
President Randolph A. Hearst, 
spent little time at the 
newspaper. 


"Randy is returning to more 


daily concerns at the 
newspaper," says Tom 
Eastham, former Examiner 
executive editor and currently 
Hearst correspondent 
in 


Washington. "Increasingly, he's 
at the paper. He's returning to a 
routine, supervisory corporate 
role. He has a healthy, constant 
interest in the paper now." 
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The day fugitive Patricia 


Hearst was arrested, her mother 
was attending a University of 
California Board of Regents 
meeting. She has not been to one 
since. 


Two of the petite heiress' 


former loves — one from the un- 
derground and one from her 
college days — also are 
rebuilding their lives. 


Steven Soliah, the house 


painter who was her lover in her 
last months underground, is free 
after acquittal in a trial for a 
fatal Carmichael, Calif., bank 
robbery. 


"He's now trying to get his 


own life in order, as Patricia 
Hearst probably is trying to get 
hers together," says his at- 
torney, Sheldon Otis. "He's pain- 
ting houses, spending time with 


his parents, traveling, camping, 
getting together physically and 
reviewing the past few years." 


Steven Weed, Miss Hearst's 


jilted former fiance, is now a 
published author. The publisher 
says. Weed's account of his 
romance and life with her, "My 
Search for Patty Hearst," has 
sold more than 85,000 hardbound 
copies and is continuing to do 
well. 


The past year has changed the 


lives of some trial participants, 
too. Chief defense attorney F. 
Lee Bailey, the flashy Boston 
trial lawyer, long had been in de- 
mand on the talk show and lec- 
ture circuit, but it's a new 
experience for U.S. Atty. James 
L. Browning Jr. 


Browning has had dozens of 


speaking engagements since the 


newspaper heirejs was con- 
victed. 


"The interest in this Hearst 


case is just phenomenal," he 
says. "I would think they would 
be getting sick of it, but they 
aren't." 


Bailey apparently isn't either. 


He's 
writing a book on the 


Hearst trial, although some 
observers view the case as a 
major career setback. "Patty's 
case hasn't been lost, although 
the public can't see beyond a 
jury verdict," the barrister says. 
"If we get a reversal, there 
would be nothing on her 
record." 


The defense team says the 


basis for the appeal would be 39 
rulings on evidence admissibility 
by the trial judge, U.S. District 
Court Judge Oliver J. Carter.

New York — The acting 


federal insurance administrator 
said automobile insurance 
premiums nationally were un- 
necessarily inflated, and he 
predicted that the insurance in- 
dustry was headed for record 
profits in 1978. 


The administrator, J. Robert 


Hunter, said the industry had 
over-reacted to a number of re- 
cent events, among them the 
near-collapse of Government 
Employees Insurance Co. 
(GEICO), general inflation and 
the industry's own investment 
losses. 


"Things are getting better fast 


and you will see the un- 
derwriting in the black next 
year, and record profits the 
following year, but the com- 
panies are going on as if they are 
still at the bottom," he said. "To 
have these vagaries imposed on 
the public is an outrage." 


Firms Reluctant 
Hunter testified at a hearing of 


the State Senate's Insurance 
Committee, whose purpose was 
to inquire into the reasons for re- 
cent increases in auto insurance, 
premiums and for the 
simultaneous reluctance of the 
companies to write new 
business. 


Since July 1, 1975, those in- 


creases have averaged 55% 
throughout the state, according 
to the New York State Insurance 
Dept. 


While Hunter spoke generally 


about rates nationwide, he said 
he believed that, as an example, 
rates for bodily injury protection 
in New York could be cut by 
20% if the State Insurance Dept. 
insisted that the companies use 
more conservative loss trend 
predictions and if it took into ac- 
count the companies' profits on 
investment. 


The Polities' 
Hunter nevertheless praised 


the department as being the best 
in the country. When asked to 
explain why, in that case, the 
department had granted un- 
necessarily high premium in- 
creases, he answered: "The 
politics of the situation."

"absolutely false." 


He said that "every rate filing 


stood on its own without regard 
to GEICO's financial situation." 


Harnett, however, confirmed 


that more than 80% of the in- 
solvency fund was tied up in 
state bonds, and also noted that 
the New York State Teachers 
Retirement System holds a $24.5 
million mortgage on the building 
that houses GEICO's home of- 
fices. 


He insisted that, despite these 


facts, there would have been 
time for the state to make the in- 
solvency fund available for use 
in the event that GEICO had 
gone bankrupt.

Wheat as Planting Begins 


By Dominick CosteDo 
Farm Editor 
Fanners throughout Nebraska are planting 


wheat but most still have their 1976 crop on hand 
and some still own wheat from pervious crops. 


'We still have 30,000 bushels of 1975 wheat on 


hand and we've bought very little 1976 wheat. I 
think $3 would see some selling by fanners and 
$3.90 a lot of selling," said John Jones, manager 
of the Greenwood Cooperative Elevator Co. 


Wheat prices are fluctuating between a low 


of $2.40 in western Nebraska to $2.80 in the 
eastern part of the state. Estimates of the cost of 
producing a bushel of wheat range from $2.80 in 
southeastern Nebraska to $3.25 in summer fallow 
areas of western Nebraska. 


Curt Bechtel, manager of the Firth 


Cooperative elevator estimates that'about 40% of 
the wheat has been planted in his areas. "I don't 
think the acreage has changed much from last 
year Farmers are hoping for rain to sprout the 
wheat, and the quarter of an inch we had just 
isn't enough." 


Storage 
Bechtel estimated farmers still have 80% of 


the 1976 crop and 25% of the 1975 crop on hand. 
"A lot of it is stored at the elevator and some at 
home. It costs them about l.ffc per bushel per 
month to store it," he said. 


• Bechtel said the lack of subsoil moisture 


poses a threat to the 1977 wheat crop. "We have a 
13 foot cut in the earth to build a new elevator. 
The last six inches was just as dry as the first six 
inches, there just isn't any subsoil moisture," he 
said. 


The small amount of rain may have done 


more harm than good to the crop already planted 
for harvest in 1977. '(It will start it growing and 
then let it die unless we get a lot more rain," he 
said. 


Bechtel indicated some farmers would sell 


wheat at $3 a bushel. "That is the magic number 
but a tot are holding for $3.50 or more. A lot of 
wheat would change hands at $3.60," he said. 


1 Loan Request 
John Bowers, office manager of the Lan- 


caster County Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service (ASCS) said his office had 
only one request for a federal crop loan on wheat. 


"The loan rate at $1.55 a bushel is so low that 


farmers aren't interested in a loan. The cost of 
production is probably $2.80 in most of eastern 
Nebraska. That is $1.30 above the loan rate," he 
said. 


"There are a lot of guys who still have two- 


year-old wheat but they aren't about to sell it at 
current prices," he said. . 


Herman Minderen of the Otoe County ASCS 


office indicated bis county also has only a single 
wheat loan. "Fanners have until June to apply 


but the rate is so low that I don't think many will 
ask for a loan," he said. 


Vic Haas, a Hemingford wheat fanner, said 


he found planting his 1977 wheat crop a "bitter 
experience/' 


'Bankers Worried1* 
"Wheat was $2.41 here yesterday. That is the 


lowest price in a long time. I know a lot of 
farmers who still have their 1975 wheat, some 
with 1974 wheat and almost all of them still have 
their 1976 wheat. The bankers are worried and 
may force some to sell to cover their paper (notes 
"for loans)", he said. 


Haas said fanners' expenses are going up 


while prices drop. "I got $350 worth of diesel fuel 
and figured out that at today's fuel price and 
today's wheat price, I am burning the equivalent 
of 140 one-pound loaves of bread an hour in my 
tractor," he said. 


A bushel of wheat will make about 70 one- 


pound loaves of bread. Two bushels of wheat will 
buy about six gallons of diesel fuel at current 
pnces for both wheat and fuel in Hemingford. 


"We just grow wheat. Out here there is no 


other real choice unless you can irrigate. When 
wheat prices are bad, our whole business com- 
munity suffers," Haas said. 


Haas said farmers feel President Gerald Ford 


betrayed them. "He asked for support for a veto 
of a farm bill and promised us there would be no 
embargo and then had one. Agriculture Secretary 
Earl Butz has had embargos four times and now 
he says we should vote for Ford to end embargos. 
I just don't trust him anymore," he said. 


"Most wheat growers and local merchants 


out here are conservative, but I wouldn't bet 
many will vote for Ford when they pull that cur- 
tain shut behind them in the voting booth this 
year," he said.

A Possible Coalition Of

indigent.

the state, at Omaha, Uncoln and 
Scottsbluff. 


However, there are partial 


programs at other locations, in- 
cluding Grand Island, Kearney 
and in Thurston County.

Gold Auction Proceed* 
$54 Million Is Going 
To Developing Nations

Washington (AP) - The Inter- 


national Monetary Fund is sen- 
ding approximately $54 million 
to developing countries in 
proceeds from its latest auction 
of gold. 


The sale Wednesday, which 


went against-the wishes of gold 
dealers and such countries as 
Italy and South Africa, brought 
the net proceeds of the three 
IMF auctions held thus far to 
about $187 million. 


Ignoring appeals for a delay, 


the IMF sold 780,000 ounces of 
gold to high bidders at prices 
ranging from $108.76 to $114 an 
ounce. 


The IMF, which has 128 


member nations, plans 13 more 
auctions within the balance of a 
two-year period to dispose of a 
portion of its official gold 
holdings. All proceeds will go to 
the world's poorest nations. The 
organization supervises the in- 
ternational monetary system and 
aids members with financial 
problems. 


An IMF spokesman said the 


successful bids averaged $109 40 
an ounce, compared with the 
$111.62 closing price in London 
earlier Wednesday. 


Bids were received for 3,662,- 


400 ounces, of which 878,800 
ounces were bid at $108.76 or 
higher, the spokesman said. 


One bidder offered $108.76 an 


ounce for 106,400 ounces, but his 
bid was met only m part, the 
IMF spokesman said. 


The price accepted at the 


IMF's first auction on June 2 
was $126 an ounce. It was $122.05 
at the second auction on July 14. 
The same amount, 780,000 
ounces, was sold at each of those 
auctions as well. 


Opponents of the auctions are 


blaming the IMF for depressing 
the price of gold by flooding 
markets with more gold than 
they can handle.

three-piece suits, reads the Wall 
Street Journal daily and worries 
about the future of Nebraska 
business. 


None of this is unusual for a 


young banker, stockbroker or 
businessman. But Moore is none 
of those - he's a labor leader. 


At 33, he is the youngest presi- 


'dant ever of the Omaha Central 
.Labor Union, a group of more 
.than 100 AFL-CIO unions in the 
2nd Congressional District. • 


Also among the youngest of 


the nation's 32 AFL-CIO 
presidents, Moore is quick to ad- 
mit he's pushing for new ideas. 


Bridging Gap 
With a sweep of his hands and 


a forcefulness in his voice, 
Moore describes his biggest 
project: Bridging the old gap 
between business and labor. 


"I think business and labor are 


a lot closer than anyone — even 
business and labor — would like 
to admit. But it's obvious that 
labor won't go anywhere unless 
business progresses and business 
won't go anywhere unless labor 
progresses. 


"You know, we're in a boat 


together. We're the two oarsmen 
and someone has to pull each 
'oar. If you both don't pull, you'll 
go around in circles." 


To pull the two together, 


Moore is trying to form a 
business-labor council, a group 
that would cooperate on com- 
munity betterment projects. 


"I think that if you and I get 


along bn 60 or 70% of whatever's 
going on in the community, then 
we sure ought to be doing it," 
.Moore said. "We shouldn't be 
worrying about the 30 or 40% 
we'll never agree on."

Moore acknowledges that his calls for 
business-labor cooperation might be con- 
sidered radical. 


He was 32 when he won that 


election, but already a veteran of 
15 years in the ranks. 


An Omaha South High 


graduate, Moore began working 
at the Swift & Co. packinghouse 
in 1961: "I started at the bottom, 
doing every single job there 
was." 


He also belonged to the 


Amalgamated Meat Cutters but 
held only one union post, that of 
election chairman. 


When Swift closed its 


packinghouse, Moore went to 
KeUoggs and Local SO of the 
American Federation of Grain 
Millers. 


It was then,, about 1970, that 


his union work began in earnest. 


He was union negotiator, 


trustee and political director, a 
lobbyist at the Nebraska 
Legislature, and 2nd District 
political director for the Central 
Labor Union.

Crops Spat Will Linger 


Washington — Farm state congressmen and senators don't 


take lightly tampering with the federal crop insurance program. 


But then, neither does the UJS. Department of Agriculture. 
And thereon hangs the reason for the latest Washington spat 


which will linger into 1977 even if a workable compromise is 
reached between the two. 


At issue is the decision by Warren E. Dirks, manager of the 


Federal Crop Insurance Corp., to limit coverage on 1977 crops to 
present policyholders. 


Specifically, Dirks says his agency will no longer accept new 


applications for federal crop insurance from drouth-affected 
areas of Iowa, South and North Dakota, and Minnesota. While 
not said publicly, the ban could possibly be extended to other 
moisture-short areas, including those in Nebraska and Wiscon- 
sin. 


It is uncertain at this time whether an acceptable com- 


promise can be worked out, perhaps making the moratorium 
conditional on the outlook at spring planting time not year. 
Senate Agriculture Committee chairman Herman Taknadge of 
Georgia beUeva'It is far too early to say that coverage cannot 
•be extended for any crops in the affected areas in W77... Con- 
ditions can qnrf probably win <*hangp riming the interim." 


'How In World?' 
South Dakota Democrat Sen. Jamer Abourezk also points 


this up, noting that the'"weather service people have never been 
able to predict" the weather from one day to the next "How in 
the world," be asked Dirks, "can (you) write off the entire state 
for next year at this early date?" 


However, USDA is not betting that way. It feats the severity 


of this year's drouth has drained ground sofl of sufficient 
moisture to support a normal crop next year. 


From this fear comes the belief there will be a rush of new 


— and one-time only — applicants seeking ianance protection 
to minimize their crop tones. This could mutt in driving op 
coverage rates for the long-timers. 


"While we regret having to withhold our protection from 


new applicants," Dirks declared, "we have a moral and legal 
responsibility to our thousands of present pottcyhoUers to 
protect them from exceaaive rate increases...." 


Had Foresight 
He underscores tint "our present polkyhoklen haw had 


the foresight to protect their crop unobnents for op to JO years 
in many cases... Almost all of those who wifl be denied protec- 
tion have had ample opportunity to apply for federal crop in- 
surancem past yean but have d»eniiot to avaflthenMehw of 
this protection." 


That reasoning sounded pretty heartless to freshman Rep. 


Berkley Bedell of Iowa's dxm district who responded by a«er- 
ting that "with this completely unexpected ammunpeuient the 
corporation has abrogated its statutory mandate - and indeed 
its moral responsibility — to provide crop ioauiinti coverafe 
when it is truly needed by fannen, and not marefr to time who 
have gotten to under the just aonouoced wire, b other words, 
to purpoK b not to provide coverage where the dak doa not 
exjst"

part of their wages to help 
finance the office-residential 
building. 


He also has approached cor- 


porations and foundations for 
funds, because "if we can start 
cranking dollars into downtown, 
you're going to see people move 
back. And you're going to see 
new jobs. We've just got to have 
new jobs." 


About 22,000 persons in 


Omaha are unemployed, Moore 
said, adding that "we've got to 
do something and quick, right 
away. This is the highest rate in 
the whole region, Kansas, 
Missouri, Iowa." 


He is convinced that the key to 


relieving part of the unemploy- 
ment problem and "bringing this 
city back to life" rests with 
downtown redevelopment, not 
pipe dreams.

Students Forgotten by Bureaucrats 


Nobody ever talks about kids. 
It's as if the kids existed for the educational institutions, in- 


stead of the other way around. 


Year after year educators at all levels, legislators and 


bureaucrats immerse themselves in jargon and layers of wordy 
rationale for whatever it is they're doing. 


Seldom, if ever, do they mention the impact on students as 


individuals. 


One might assume the numbers game or the budget game is 


an end in itself. 


Students Pawns 
• University of Nebraska president D. B. Varner packed a 


room in NU Foundation quarters last week with newsmen he in- 
vited to a "background briefing" on relative funding of the un- 
iversity's Omaha and Lincoln campuses. The chalk dust flew as 
formulas were explained Students became the pawns in the 
"let's compare your credit hours and dollars with mine" game 
which benefits no one. 


• The site for the proposed Southeast Community College 


Lincoln campus is publicly debated in terms of a watershed 
area, how to unload public lands or protect the city's future. No 
one talks about the kids' futures, and the need to have flexible. 
programs close at hand while retaining some 40 scattered sites 
around the city for adult night classes. 


• The U.S. Supreme Court mandated more than five years 


ago that students must be treated equitably, regardless of where 
they live or the tax base behind them. But when it discusses 
state school aid formulas, the Legislature never mentions the 
Supreme Court and cases which led to its decision. The talk is 
always of the tax levy and whose district will get hurt the least. 


For the Kids 
It is easy to so immerse yourself in petty issues, per- 


sonalities, city rivalries and endless formulas that you forget the 
whole education enterprise is supposed to function for the kids. 


Seldom is there talk of the need for a specific program 


because students can't read or for more state aid because the 
students deserve an education. The talk is usually of taxpayers 
who deserve a break or chambers of commerce which must be 
soothed. 


Dehumanized formulas and site debates hide the fact there 


may be a superb psychology professor at University of 
Nebraska-Omaha, a need for more student services personnel 
for counseling on the Lincoln NU campus, or a bright Southeast 
Community College student in Lincoln who needs better draf- 
ting, art. speech, accounting and industrial arts classes because 
those are his interests. 


Students Are Numbers 
Maybe what the students cried in the 1960s is true. They 


have become numbers rather than people with needs. 


President Varner, by the way, is disturbed by the fact that 


news media report departures of top university personnel. 


So is UNL Chancellor Roy Young. The two tell tales of 


salary lures double what the NU system can afford, and the fact 
that bright people will be attracted to NU to replace them. 


Loss of the people, says Varner, and the applications to fill 


their shoes are together "an indication of a vibrant, dynamic in- 
stitution." 


The answer always given to the question of how to keep 


people is, "Give them more money." There is truth in that. The 
market is competitive. Movement to better jobs is natural. 


So is the inclination to remind both new and old ad- 


ministrators that they would be out of a job if it were not for the 
kids — regardless -of salary.

Just Girls? Nope, Boys Too! 
3 YW Programs Building Skills

The YWCA is in the business 


of skill-building. 


For youth, there are three 


programs offering a variety 
of ways to learn creative and 
social skills. 


The YWCA is not just for girls, 


emphasizes Shari Hier-Dodds, 
youth program director. Boys 
participate in the classes too. 


Inschooiers is a program in 


which high school students teach 
a wide variety of creative ac- 
tivities to children in grades 1-6 
on Saturday mornings. A young 
man teaches cooking and baking 
classes, one of the most popular. 
Other offerings include indoor 
plants, kite making, children's 
theatre, ballet, "critter care" 
and more. 
" "The rapport between 
students and instructors is 
basic," Ms. Hier-Dodds said. 
"The children learn from the in- 
structors and the instructors 
learn how to work with younger 
children." 


Although fees are charged for 


the program, 12 to 25 children 
from low income families par* 
ticipate in Inschooiers at no 
charge through the Lincoln Ac- 


tion Program (LAP). LAP 
supplies transportation for these 
students, who come from rural 
areas. 


LAP and YWCA, two of the 26 


United Way agencies, are 
working together to get the 
Inschooiers program "decen- 
tralized" by having classes in 
several public schools, rather 
than at the downtown YWCA 
Bldg., 1432 N. 


Since January of this year, 


about 450 children and 50 in- 
structors, who are paid to teach 
the courses, have participated in 
Inschooiers. 
The five-week 


sessions are held periodically 
throughout the year. 


A new program, "Young 


Women Creating Alternatives," 
provides a forum for high school 
students to talk about 
relationships with family and 


friends, life planning, life styles, 
career alternatives, personal 
values and sexuality. 


The third youth program at 


the YWCA is the Youth Group 
Services Program. According to 
YWCA Youth Services Director 
Ginger Higgins, it is a "growing 
experience." 


From Jl to 18 
Adolescents, ranging in age 


from 11 to 18, form groups of 5- 
10 to go bowling, shopping, 
skating, swimming, camping and 
participate in other activities. 


"There are a lot of social ac- 


tivities but that's just a vehicle," 
Ms. Higgins noted. "Those ac- 
tivities facilitate the building of 
friendships and meaningful 
relationships." 


Most groups meet from six to 


nine months, long enough to ad- 
vance from "perfect strangers to 
a cohesive group that would 
meet as friends on its own." 


'Advocates' 
Working with each group is a 


young adult who volunteers to 
act as adviser for the group. In 
many cases, the volunteers 
become "advocates" for the 
youth and act as a go-between in 


helping the students relate 
better to parents and school per- 
sonnel, she said. 


There is no fee for the 


program and if low income 
students cannot afford to par- 
ticipate in some of the activities, 
arrangements are made for 
those costs to be paid too. About 
1200 youngsters and 40 volunteers 
have participated in Youth 
Group Services thus far this 
year. 


Referred To YWCA 
Most of the kids involved are 


voluntary referrals, meaning the 
name has been referred to the 
YWCA but the child has in- 
dicated an interest in the 
program. 


"I don't think of them as 


problem kids," Ms. Higgins said. 
"It's a problem being that age. 
Any kid is going to have 
problems during this period of 
his or her life. 


"It's hard to verbalize some of 


the really neat things that 
happen in these groups but they 
happen," she said.

Henry, you predicted last 


winter that 1976 would be a great 
year for new car sales. How's it 
been? 


''Misle's had never had a bad 


year. Isn't that what you 
expected me to say?" 


He was right. The Misles never 


quit selling themselves, or their 
optimism. 


Abram: "Say, you're still 


driving that same (six-year-old) 
Dodge, aren't you?" 


He has an excellent memory. 


The Misles never quit selling 
cars either. 


Outside, on this September 


morn on the East 0 Misle 


superlots, 350 or so new cars and 
countless used models — with a 
genesis on three continents — sit 
with Misle dealer emblems 
properly pasted on their 
posteriors. 


This $2 million panorama 


(Henry's estimate) is a world 
away from his boyhood Latvian 
home. 


Ben and Minnie Misle fled 


Latvia in September 1939, just 
days after Nazi Germany left 
hobnail boot prints all over 
Poland. They brought three sons 
to Lincoln via Nebraska City and 
Crete. 


One of Minnie's brothers and 


his family of six, unable to get an 


American visa, were killed in a 
wave of Jewish persecution 
which swept Latvia. 


At Nebraska City, Harry and 


Herman Novak, also Minnie's 
brothers, found housing for the 
Misles. By spring, with the 
backing of the brothers Novak 
and a $7.000 loan from the Crete 
State Bank, the family was ready 
to open Misle Motors (Chevys 
and Oldsmobiles) in Crete. (The 
Novaks were General Motors 
dealers in Nebrska City.) 


"We have always worked as a 


family," Abram says simply. "In 
Crete, we boys helped in 
mother's clothing store (The 
Fashion Shop) and we'd go out

cars and salvage parts." 


Henry likes to talk about those 


days, when "a new car cost 
between $625 and $925," as 
much as the price hike alone on 
some 1977 models. 


"Did cars go up or the dollar 


down?" he asks philosophically. 


The Misles' first Lincoln move 


came in 1948 when Julius 
opened Lincoln Auto Co. at 1732 
0 st. (used cars and White 
trucks). 


What Ben and his boys really 


wanted, however, was to open a 
Lincoln Chevrolet showroom. 
When a second dealership was 
authorized in 1955, Ben was 
ready with a proposal to build at 
50th and 0 — then the edge of 
the city. 


Today Misle Enterprises in- 


clude:

brother... he's logged 2,700 
hours, much of it in connection 
with making spring calls on 
school boards," Henry noted. 
Since they usually meet in the 
evening, he finds that his 
Beechcraf t Baron is the best way 
to make connections.

Co. (includes garbage-hauling 
equipment) 


• N'ovo Budget Rent-A-Car. 
• Misle Imports. 
The first lines were Mazda and 


BMW. Seven others were added: 
British Leyland, Peugeot, 
Austin, MG, Jaguar, Triumph 
and Bricklin. 


Bricklin? "We got stuck for a 


while on that one," Abram says. 


The Misles have an understan- 


ding 
with 
Chevrolet 


headquarters. "Nobody drops a 
car off here unless we order 
it.. .they have good advice, but 
they don't try to tell us what to 
do. 


"We own every car on our 


lots: none are on consignment." 


Misle Enterprises will sell 3,- 


000 new and used cars in a good 
year. 


While the Misles are partners 


in a half dozen companies, they 
are kept separate, "for detailed 
control," Henry says. 


Will he share any business 


credos? 


An uncle once told him "Get 


up at sunrise and work until sun- 
down. You'll be a success." 


The Misle brothers personally 


open the dealerships at 7:30 a.m. 
"... not because we have to, 
but because we want to..." 
Abram says. 


"We don't have homes in 


Colorado/' Abram says, adding 
"what you see here is all we 
have." Misle enterprises fill a 
fourblock area along 0 Street — 
roughly 48th to 50th on the 
south. 49th to 51st on the north. 
Land holdings run N to P Sts. 


"My best golf game is 120 — " 


Abram stresses. 


Henry interrupts: "Mine is 


119. and Julius is about 95. "If 
we ever get down to par, the 
f i r m is likely to be in 
troublesome times." 


But don't get the wrong im- 


pression. Henry cautions. "With 
us. it's family, business — and 
community. 


• The 12 Misle kids (the 


grandchildren of Ben) have aD 
learned and earned by "working 
in the garage," Henry says 


"Yon dont inherit snares in 


this business just because your 
name is Miste." Henry stresses. 


While brother Abram silently 


shakes his bead. Henry mentions 
that his daughter. Lilly, and her 
bus-band, H E Stroller, are both 
Omaha physicians Abram's 
daughter. Gayte Bluntan. is in 
her last year of medical school in 
Omaha 


Bryan, a bead taller than 


Henry. B mtrciduped as the wm 
who will have to work hw way 
up-" Bryan K, in charge of per- 
sonnel training for »be 1M 
employe!, that the Mules mctode 
m their family 


The annual payroll of this Mi- 


sle team is about $1.3 million. 
Abram notes that "a number of 
these people came with us from 
Crete." 


The Misle attitude on expan- 


ding or improving facilitir.es is 
conservative on the one hand. 
Abram: "You do what you can 
afford." Mortgages are used, 
when necessary. The original 
two-story Chevrolet building 
now measures 200x204 feet; it 
has a full basement. A new body 
shop covers a 60x300-foot area 
behind the showroom. 


On the other hand, Henry says 


a dealer "must be up to date, es- 
pecially in the technical training 
of his employes." 


The firm's processing of inven- 


tory (20,000 parts), service and 
repair orders, payroll and ac- 
counts receivable has been com- 
puterized for years. Parts are 
ordered by teletype. 


"If you want to sell Ben (to be 


80 in October) on a project, 
you've got to talk in concrete 
terms," Henry says, explaining 
"a concrete parking lot means 
permanence ... you don't have 
to repair it." 


Ben and Minnie came down to 


the Chevrolet offices each day. 
He to open the mail, (nobody 
else dares to," Henry confides.), 
monitor the accounts payable 


and sign checks. "Ben handles 
the finances... he has the bank 
connections, the complete pic- 
ture. The other day he read me 
off about how much salary his 
sons are making." 


Abram: "Maybe he only went 


to the fifth grade, but he can add 
faster than an adding machine; 
he schooled himself." 


Henry: "Mother likes to put 


me on the carpet. Wants to know 
every day what we're doing. 
She's involved in the new car 
warranties, inventory..." 


"They've always been that 


way — hand-in-hand: family and 
business," says Abram, with 
respect and pride in his voice. 


An Oft-told Tale 
Or a Misle Motto? 


You may have heard one ver- 


sion of this Misle tale: 


It seems the .customer came 


into their showroom in Crete or 
Lincoln (select one). He wanted 
a crank or a carburetor or a 
muffler (choose one). 


Henry Misle huddled with the 


parts man and came out with a 
box. "There it is; that'll fix your 
Chevy," he told the customer. 


After the man left, Ben takes 


Henry to task: "You gave him 
the wrong part, that one won't 
fit." 


Henry smiles. "I didn't have 


the part he wanted. He'll be 
back tomorrow. By then I'll have 
the right one... "

Havelock's Union Maverick 


This summer, Eugene Irick 


made a very basic business 
decision: he went nonunion. 


Irick did this, he says, so that 


he could drop the pay of his elec- 
tricians nearly $4 an hour. Then 
he dropped his minimum charge 
for a one-hour service call by the 
same amount. "I was convinced 
that our charges to customers 
were getting out of hand." he 
explained. But that wasn't his 
only motive: the survival of his 
firm was involved, Irick says. 


Irick, better known as "Bud" 


of Bud's Electric at 6013 
Havetock Ave, had to reorganize 
to get around his union shop con- 
tract. 


"Bud's Electric Inc. is tied to 


a union contract until July 
1977." he noted. "So we created 
a new firm. BNC Electric, 
operating out of this same 
building, so we could pay non- 
union wages " 


While conceding that he's 


somewhat of a maverick, Irick 
vows that be will never again 
have an employe who makes 
more than he does. 


He looked at a situation in 


which he was paying two 
journeymen electricians each 
$18.080; "That's a mam base 
pay of 11081 an bojr With side 
benefits, pins social security and 
workmen's romp. my cost was 
$13 86 an hoar 
And the 


minimum union scale goes op 
40c an hour Dec 1 " (to til.21). 


Charge $28? 
The average consumer is fed 


up with those tands of waps," 
Bud says He was unwilling to 
charge a 129 minimum for » ser- 
vice raD - one rote of thumb 
says it should be twice the 
worker'* wage - to cover 


overhead and produce a profit. 


"We were charging $18.95 for 


a service call, and. bell — I 
couldn't even justify that to 
some customers. Nobody's time 
is worth that much," he says 
with conviction. 


Then he realized that his cost- 


profit squeeze was a matter of 
survival. 


"I lost money last year... had 


to mortgage my house and 
business building to come out of 
it," he says. "It wasn't all due to 
labor costs. There were bad 
debts and. I guess, my own mis- 
management." 


Bud says be gave his union 


employes an option: "Come to 
work at $6.85 an hour — a real 
fair wage," or look elsewhere for 
a job. "They chose not to 
accept" Irick says.

9V2; and soybeans off 65'<z to 
6734. 


Considerable hedge selling 


pressure ahead of the weekend 
dominated the trading mood 
Friday in the major com- 
modities to force prices sharply 
lower. 


There was little news during 


the week that could be construed 
as favorable to longs. Trading 
began with U. S. Department of 
Agriculture production es- 
timates in soybeans running 
higher than anticipated and corn 
figures were about as expected. 


A bumper wheat harvest also 


was a consideration in that com- 
modity's inability to advance, 
except technically around 
midweek after contract lows 
were recorded on Monday and 
Tuesday 


The start of the harvest in corn 


and soybeans also helped keep 
futures prices subdued. Oc- 
casional slow country movement 
brought on some short covering, 
but it failed to last. 


Demand from abroad for soy- 


bean end products also 
stimulated some buying, which 
spread across soybeans into com 
and wheat, but this action was 
short-lived and had little lasting 
effect around the trading pits.

Bereuter Wants State Fire 
Marshal Inspection Reports 


By United Press International 
State Sen. Douglas Bereuter, 


Utica, citing inconsistency and 
lack of common sense in 
applying fire safety code 
requirements, has asked 
hospital, nursing home and 
school officials in his legislative 
district to provide him with 
copies of their state fire marshal 
inspection reports. 


In a letter to institutions in 


York and Seward counties, and 
the southern tip of Polk County, 
Bereuter said he is making a 
"personal effort to provide 
closer oversight of the inspec- 
tions being conducted by 
members of the fire marshal's 
,office." 


He cited "inconsistency, lack 


of common sense in applying" 
fire safety code requirements 
and "apparent arrogance of the 
inspectors visiting schools and 
other public and quasi-public in- 
stitutions." 


Bereuter is a member of the 


legislature's government com- 
mittee which has held hearings 
on three interim study 
resolutions P»amining the fire 
marshal's office and operations. 


He asked for the fire inspec- 


tion reports "along with any 
comments on listed discrepan- 
cies. " He said, "I believe such an 
effort might bring us closer to a 
courteous, helpful, consistent 
and common-sense program of 
inspections. 


"Perhaps, too, it will point to 


improper federal or state stan- 
dards," he said.

Wonder Monds 


Since the name of Canadian football doesn't filter into 


Lincoln very quickly, whenever anyone thinks of that sport, 
they automatically think of Johnny Rodgers and Montreal. 


Wonder Monds was in Lincoln last week to set the 


record straight. "Think Ottawa," is the word, according to 
Monds. 


"I originally signed to play at Toronto, the same team 


that has USC's Anthony Davis," Monds relates. "If you've 
read the statements of Davis and his agent about the coaches 
at Toronto, you know the trouble I was having. 


"There was good talent there, but it wasn't being used. 


Davis is only carrying the ball four or five times a game. I 
was second string behind a three-year vet at one comer," 
Monds recalls. "That was okay, because there's quite a bit to 
learn at defensive back — what with five receivers coming 
out, caused by the 12 men on each team, and the extra room 
they have to run their patterns with the wider field. 


"But at the other corner the coach was using a Canadian 


player who wasn't very good. Though the number of 
American players on each team is restricted, almost 
everyone uses Americans at the corners on defense." 


Switched To Ottawa 
Monds couldn't take the situation and his agent arranged* 


his release and re-signing with Ottawa. 


"Toronto is in the cellar of the standings," Monds says in 


proof of his statements. "And I'm the third player — who 
wasn't seeing action — to go to some other team and play 
first string. And at Ottawa we're leading the league." 


Ottowa played — and beat — Montreal for the second 


time this past week. 


"Everyone expected them to beat us this last time," 


Monds admits, "for they are the favorites. But we now lead 
and they're in second place. It'll come down to the two of us. 


"Rodgers only came out on my side of the field once 


during the game," Wonder remembers, "but I was in on the 
tackle when he returned a punt. I'm really pleased with 
things now. I'm playing regularly and with a team that is 
doing well." 


Monds had a few loose ends to tie up in Lincoln and took 


advantage of three days off to make the visit. "The tie with 
LSU was a disappointment," Monds observed, "but I'm sure 
the Buskers are still going to have a fine season." 


Out Of Staters 
Monds came to Nebraska from Ft. Pierce, Fla. Though 


the majority of the Busker starters are home-state products, 
many key players are recruited from out-of-state. 


Which state do most Big Eight Conference players come 


from? The answer is Oklahoma — a state which doesn't con- 
tribute a single Busker. 


There are 119 Okies on the various conference rosters. 


Kansas is a close second with 117, while Missouri is 
represented by 113. Texas ranks fourth with 101 and 
Nebraska 73. 


Next in fine come Illinois (59), Colorado (56), California 


(53), Iowa (51), Ohio (26), Florida (26), New Jersey (20), and 
Pennsylvania (15). 


Only two states lay claim to having players represented 


on all eight teams — California and Ohio. The Buskers are 
happy to have several from each of those states. Penn- 
sylvania, New Jersey, Missouri and Kansas just missed, 
placing former prep stars on seven of the eight rosters. In all, 
41 states are represented.

Field Position Key Theme 
In Different Husker Story 


By Virgil Parker 
Bloomington, Ind. — 


Nebraska football coach Tom 
Osborne preached one theme all 
week after his Comhuskers suf- 
fered an opening game tie 
against LSU. 


"Field position," he said, "is 


one of the most important 
aspects when it comes to 
deciding the outcome of a foot- 
ball game. LSU never com- 
mitted an error deep in its own 
territory." 


The story was different here 


Saturday. After driving to a 
touchdown with the opening 
kickoff, Nebraska recovered an 
Indiana fumble on the Hoosiers' 
second play and soon ran to a 14- 
0 lead. 


Happier Players 
"I dpn't really feel that much 


different right now than at the 
end of the LSU game," Osborne 
observed in the midst of a much 
happier dressing room. 


"£SU was a better team than 


Indiana and this week we got 
some 'breaks that enabled us to 
get a couple of scores from close 
in. Held position was the whole 
difference. 


"I think we've got a good foot- 


ball team," Osborne added. 
"But we still have to show con- 
tinued improvement from week 
to week." 


Both Osborne and defensive 


coordinator Monte Kiffin were 
upset with the officiating which 
enabled Indiana to score a pair 
of second-half touchdowns. 


"Nobody has yet crossed the 


goal line against our Black Shirts 
(first .unit defense)," Kiffin 
noted!- "Though we go for a 
shutont in every game, we're 
going to play the other kids when 
we get well ahead. 


Gained Experience 
"We have nine redshirts on 


our first unit defense. How did 
they get good enough to play?" 
Kiffin asked. "By getting some 


game experience in past years 
when we were well ahead. 
Looking down the road, we have 
to give that same kind of playing 
time to this year's second 
stringers." 


Kiffin thought his defense was 


the target of some questionable 
calls. One, in the closing seconds 
which aided Indiana's final TD 
drive, was against Kiffin 
himself. 


"We trap their passer back on 


the one-yard line and they're 
going to have to punt," Kiffin 
related. "Instead they call a face 
mask and it leads to their first 
touchdown. Then, that so-called 
' 'roughing the passer' call at the 
end. That wasn't any worse than 
what they did to Randy Garcia 
(who was twice helped from the 
field with a rib injury). I take 
responsibility for arguing too 
much and getting the second 
penalty tacked on. But, I'm 
going to fight for my players 
when they're out there giving 
100%." 


Tough Going 
Despite rolling to a 38-0 advan- 


tage — when the Nebraska shock 
troops made their appearance — 
the Huskers had trouble scoring 
from close-in on two occasions, 
once taking four plays to move 
the last yard and a half. 


"Our performance has got to 


improve when we're down there 
close," Osborne admits. "We're 
going to be meeting better teams 
than Indiana, although they got 
in a 'gap-eight' defense down 
there and that's a tough align- 
ment to run against" 


Osbome thought the offense 


"mixed it up pretty well 
between running and passing, 
however. We talked to the offen- 
sive linemen about coming off 
the ball a little quicker. After 
that, I thought we controlled the 
line of scrimmage pretty well." 


Indiana did have an edge in 


the final passing statistics, 
gaining 213 yards through the 


air, compared with 160 for the 
Huskers. 


Secondary Play 
"I feel the first unit played 


pretty well," defensive secon-. 
dary coach Warren Powers said. 
"They made a couple of early 
mistakes, but then adjusted and 
did okay. 


"But the second group didn't 


seem mentally ready to play 
when we put them in. They fell 
asleep a couple of times, which 
really added to Indiana's passing 
yardage." 


Both Kiffin and Powers 


observed that Indiana's sprint- 
out pass-run option plays were 
difficult to stop. 


"They were sprinting out 


away from the pass rush," Kiffin 
said. "Indiana has a good run- 
ning game. Our defense shut that 
off — and it would have shut off 
the dropback pass. The sprint- 
out pass picked up some yards, 
but it didn't hurt our first unit."

Owens laughed at his own joke He can afford to laugh in 


the press box these days In the Cornhuskers, he covers a winner 
— a far cry from the 14 years he covered Indiana on a steady 
basis 


During that time, the Hoosiers experienced 11 losing 


seasons The frustration of covering a team whose record of 
futility is unmatched in the Big Ten finally took its toll 


One Saturday afternoon, while sitting in the press box 


watching Indiana go down the tube again, Owens threw his pen 
in the air in disgust 


"Why 
wasn't I bom in Tuscaloosa 
or Columbus.. or 


Ann Arbor 
.or Lincoln7" he said to whoever wanted to 


listen 


It was then that Owens borrowed Ray Charles' ' Born to 


Lose" and amended it into his personal fight song for Indiana. 
The lyncs, with apologies to Charles, read 


Born to lose, we play the game in vain. 


Born to lose, we do it every time. 


Born to lose, our dreams all end in pain. 


Born to lose, we'll do it once again. 


Still Serenades Audiences 
Owens now uses that song to serenade selected audiences of 


Nebraska's victims each Saturday Jts popularity has stretched 
beyond the press box and certain restaurants 


Russ Brown, the Indiana sports editor for the Louisville 


Courier-Journal, devoted his mid-week column to Owens, who 
once worked for the Kentucky newspaper 


Owens claims his version of "Born to Lose" became his- 


press box anthem during the 1964 season when he was working' 
for the Bloommgton Herald-Telephone 


"It took me a long time to quit being optimistic about In- 


diana football," he says. "I would always thing, well, one of

Extra Week to Heal 
Ron DiGravio, Purdue's quarterback and most valuable 


player, was injured and was not going to play against Indiana in 
1963 Owens could sense an upset But President John F 
Kennedy was assassinated the day before the game and it was 
postponed until the following Saturday 


Not wanting DiGravio to have time to heal, Owens put in a 


call to the White House to see if Lyndon Johnson would give his 
blessing for the game to be played as scheduled. 


Owens, of course, wasn't serious But to make a good story 


better, he claims he called and couldn't get through 


DeGravio played The result was predictable Indiana got 


the lead with 2 15 left in the game "I said. "That's too much 
time,'" Owens remembers "And sure enough, Purdue 
returned the kickoff to the Indiana 25 and DiGravio threw a 
touchdown pass on the next play to win the game, 23-21. 


"But here's the funny thing," Owens relates. "Purdue was 


on the train headed for Bloomington when the President was 
shot and in the confusion, someone left their book of special 
plays for the Indiana game 


"Indiana got a hold of the playbook, so they had all the next 


week to work against them. The play that beat them was one of 
those special plays."

Take Aim Challenge 


I have a challenge for those of you out there who are taking aim 


at controls on firearms around the country. 


Much has been said and done to initiate firearm controls, gun 


• registration, even outlawing handguns in recent years. There is also 
an increasing gun crime rate despite efforts to put the lid on unlaw- 
• ful firearm use, such as in New York City where handguns are out- 
lawed. 


Crime has long been the supportive measure used by those 


searching for a control on firearms. And crime is certainly 
something very few people condone. The majority of firearm 
owners also are supporters of law enforcement, but these people, 
the law abiding firearm owners, are the ones who will suffer from 
stringent gun controls. 


But back to my challenge. We all know crime is a key factor in 


those thoughts directed toward gun control. What we don't con- 
sider, however, is firearm crime will still be committed with or 
without the controls. It's a sorry fact of human nature. 


But how do we solve the crime problem? One suggestion is put 


everyone to work. Another is change our current environment and 
outlook on guns. 


Changing Environment 
By changing the environment, we consider the things which 


affect us. One of the biggest influences on today's American society 
Is television. Almost everyone watches one. 


Children are particularly good television fans. But have you 


noticed what television is offering its viewers these days? Mostly 
violence, that's what. 


On any given evening there will be one or more detective or 


police shows on one or more networks. In any given show it is rare 
to see no killings by policemen enforcing the laws or by criminals 
breaking the laws. 


How do we convince youngsters that if they happened to shoot 


someone that person wouldn't get up again in an hour to star in 
another episode? Don't snicker. One child — he was under 10 years 
of age — actually shot and killed one of his playmates not long ago, 
thinking his playmate would get up and keep playing. 


Television influences all of us. We are a society of watchers. A 


single night of watching three killings on "Kojak," mass murders 
on "Streets of San Francisco," a woman raped and shot on "Police 
Woman" and any number of other television "hit" shows is not 
what I would consider conducive to a peace-loving society. 


Suggestive Nature 
How many times have you watched a show and felt so strongly 


about file bad guy that you actually clapped when the detective 
hero "put him away" with a .38 neatly placed between the villain's 
ears? 


The fact that kids are greatly influenced by television and what 


they watch is reflected by "Sesame Street's" success for one thing. 
But another item'hit home the other day. 
• 
On one of Paul Harvey's newscasts this week, somewhere 


between page three and "Good Day," Harvey said something about 
a little boy wha was criticized by his teacher for a series of spelling 
mistakes in a verbal spelling test. The teacher asked the class how 
they spelled "relief" and the youngster wrote down "R-O-L-A-I-D- 
S" after the infamous television commercial of the same theme. 
' 
It used to be there were a lot of western shows with lots of 


shooting and killing, but somehow they didn't pass on the same sen- 
timents of modern shows. You could at least look at a western and 
say, "Yup, that's the way it was." The key word is "was." 


The police and detective series hit too close to home. Sen- 


sationalized as they may be, people look at them with the feeling 
that "this is the way it is." That hits too close to reality. 


My challenge is for anti-gun advocates to count the number of 


gun assaults, killings and the like on television in one week and then 
tell the pro gun members television can't be a contributing factor to 
our common crime concern. 


I'm reading a lot of good books during the times I used to 


watch TV and I hope my children do the same. They can't leant 
firearm respect from today's television ''entertainment" I hope 
television doesn't contribute to prohibiting the opportunity for me 
to teach them that respect

They said it couldn't be done 


— but it can. 


It's just that two fellow 


archers and I couldn't do it 
during a week of bowhunting the 
wily pronghom antelope some 20 
miles northwest of Harrison. 


Frank Kelly of rural Hickman, 


Tony Metcalf of Lincoln and I 
had our chances, but our luck 
was "snake bit," as the old 
saying goes. And Kelly almost 
literally was. 


Since the state's archery 


antelope season was established 
in 1964, only 129 of the 1,069 
bowyers who've held licenses 
have scored, according to the 
Nebraska Game and Parks Com- 
mission. Last year, the commis- 
sion says, only seven of the 156 
licensees bagged their critters. 


While 1976 license and bag 


totals won't be known until after 
the season ends Oct. 31, the take 
is bound to be up some as eight 
of the animals had already been 
registered at the Harrison check 
station alone as of Sept. 10. 


When Kelly, Metcalf and I 


rolled out of Lincoln in a 
borrowed Diamond motor home 
a week before that, however, we 
were destined to join the majori- 
ty of antelope archers who get a 
lot of exercise, plenty of fresh air 
and some fantastic views, but no 
meat with which to fill the 
larder. 


Kelly was the veteran of our 


hunt, having spent three one- 
week stints in the past in an un- 
successful quest for the goat of 
the grasslands (the pronghorn is 
actually a goat, you know). 


He and I have bowhunted deer 


together, and we've both been 
able to fill, but the binocular- 
eyed antelope on that wide open 
prairie is a horse of a different 
hue.

of a large irrigation dam, the 
three of us warmed up on a 
paper target some 50 yards dis- 
tant, remembering that the, 
openness of the country and the 
antelope's smallness make range 
estimation pretty difficult, and 
that most bowmen tend to shoot 
high at the beasties. 


Then we ventured forth, and 


that first afternoon brought 
visions of antelope steaks 
sizzling on our propane stove 
dancing before our eyes. 


Peeking over the top of the 


dam, Kelly spotted a pair of 
antelope dozing in the sun some 
200 yards away. 


Dressing in his camouflage 


get-up, he set out to stalk those 
two while Metcalf and I hoofed 
it about a half-mile down a dry 
creek bed, then crept up to some 
hay stacks on a mowed meadow 
and hunkered down in the straw. 


We didn't have long to wait. 
Four antelope trotted into 


view, moving slowly towards 
where I was sitting. The bucks 
looked as big as buses through 
my six-power wide-angles, and 
the old ticker started slamming 
against my rib cage as they ap- 
proached. 


The/I, some 200 yards away, 


they stopped to graze — lying 
down, now and then, to soak up 
some of tljat warm Nebraska 
sunshine. 


Metcalf fared about the same 


when five bucks moved into a 
clover patch about 200 yards in 
front of his stack, and pulled the 
same kind of eat awhile, sleep 
awhile trick. 


All of those critters stayed far 


out of bow range, and with only 
an occasional zephyr to stir the 
short stubble between us, it was 


thing - prairie rattler. 
few feet from his hole^ ft«calf 


"I looked down and here was. had passed within yards oUne 


viper without seeing him..;: 


"He couldn't rattle any Tjore, 


impossible to make a belly-crawl 
on them without being seen. 


Then, after a couple of sweaty 


hours of hoping they'd move 
closer to our ambush, both 
bunches looked around, wiggled 
a few flies off of their ears and 
trotted away. 


That evening while relaxing in 


our apartment-like campsite, we 
compared unsuccessful notes. 


Kelly bad crawled toward the 


sleeping pair he'd seen earlier, 
but when the tall grass ran out, 
he too was still out of bow range, 
and the antelope subsequently 
moved off. 


The next few days were repeat 


performances, with a lot oi 
walking, crawling, hiding, 
watching, seeing and frustration 
as the prongies grazed and dozed 
and probably chuckled under 
their breath just beyond the 
lethal limits of a broadhead. 


Then on an afternoon during 


mid-hunt, I finally got my 
chance at a fat, young buck 
about 70 yards away. I shot over 
him. 


That same day, Metcalf had a 


60-yarder at a doe. He shot high. 


That evening, as Kelly was 


trudging back to camp across the 
meadow, he heard the staccato 
chatter that can mean only one 


this snake flying at my foot. I 
jumped to one side, and he hit 
by the toe of my boot," Kelly 
related. 


"Then he slipped into a hole, 


and I stomped on it, and ? few 
inches of his tail was sticking out 
from under my boot. So I put 
my binoculars down, took out 
my knife and cut off his rattles," 
the hunter explained, proudly 
displaying his grim prize. 


Kelly said that when he took 


his foot off the hole and reached 
down for his binoculars, the 
rattler struck again from his 
hide-a-way—but missed.' 


The rancher on whose place 


we hunted explained later that 
when a rattler enters his hole, 
"he'll just go in a little way and 
then turn around, with his body 
snaking past his head as the rest 
of it goes down deeper. 


"That way, his head is right at 


the edge of the hole, and he can 
hit anything that comes near it," 
said the man who also had a few 
well-chosen words about Kelly's 
decision to trim the rattler's 
hind quarters. 


"Those damned things are 


treacherous. He could have 
killed you," the rancher warned. 


Kelly had mentioned seeing 


several holes where he had en- 
countered the snake, and after 
familiarizing myself with the 
spot as one in which to avoid bel- 
ly crawls, I set out for another 
haystack. 


Meanwhile; Kelly started off 


with Metcalf to show him the 
suspected snake bed. They found 
it alright, with the rattlerless 
rattler coiled up in the stubble a 


of course, but his tongue^was 
darting in and out pretty giod," 
said Kelly who had shoQ&d a 
warning to Metcalf. Their the 
two bowmen set about- dis- 
patching the snake with some 
well-placed arrows. 


Later, back at the motor 


home, we measured the rattler 
at just over 30 inches, including 
the tail that Kelly had am- 
putated the day before. Metcalf 
had captured a garter snake, and 
I had found a live horned-toad 
that I gave to Kelly, so that 
rounded out our plains 
menagerie. 


With the rattler excitement 


and a three-mile rock collecting 
trek to the ruggedly beautiful 
Wyoming border behind us, the 
hunt wound down to its finally 
- and it spelled the ultimate 
frustration for Kelly. 
' '" 


Despite our conversations 


about an archer's tendency to 
shoot high in that vast flat-land, 
Kelly sailed one over the back'of 
a grazing buck standing broad- 
side some 40 yards away. 


He admitted that it was a shot 


he'll undoubtedly repeat 100 
times mentally between now and 
the 1977 antelope archery 
season, when he plans to be 
crawling over those seemingly 
endless prairies again.

The rear of the house has also 
been geared by architect Lester 
Cohen for indoor-outdoor living 
with a large patio featuring a 
barbecue corner. 


Beneath the graceful arches of 


the entry porch, the front door 
opens onto a full view of the 
living room to one side and 
rising stairs to the other side. 
There is a partial view of the 
family room straight ahead, with 
a profile of the fireplace visible 
from the front door. 


The living room is a rec- 


tangular space, architecturally 
defined by narrow turns on the 
two longer sides. At the far end, 
an archway opens to the dining 
room, with most of the front 
wall open through glass doors to 
the privacy of the dining porch. 
At the rear, the family room has 
the fireplace at one end and a 
snack counter at the other end, 
creating separation from the 
kitchen, as well as valuable 
space for informal meals. The 


rest of the counter space in the 
kitchen is good, too, and there is 
room for a dinette at the other 
end of the room. 


Service Areas 
A laundry and mudroom 


adjoin the kitchen. This service 
area also provides access to gar- 
age and backyard, and there is 
an adjacent lavatory. A two-car 
garage has bulk-storage space in- 
cluding room for patio furniture, 
reached from a backyard door. 


Two bedrooms and a full 


bathroom comprise the upstairs 
of this plan. Each bedroom in- 
cludes a floor extension — 
perfect for knick-knacks or toys 
— created by the dormer win- 
dows. Closet space is excellent, 
and in addition to the linen 
closet in the hall, there is a large 
attic storage area.

Fi// Cracks Before Ground Freezes 


"Those big cracks in the 


ground are ruining me. I keep 
running that high-priced water 
in them hour after hour and it 
just keeps disappearing. I'm 
ready to give up." 


With the drouth continuing, 


the cracks in the ground are in- 
deed becoming bigger and more 
troublesome. But before you can 
solve your problem, you've got 
to understand why those cracks 
are there. 


First, those cracks are Mother 


Nature's silent alarm bell — a 
warning that a dangerous situa- 
tion is developing. 


You've seen baby birds, their 


mouths wide open, demanding 
food from their mothers. Well, 
those cracks in the ground are 
pleading for water every bit as 
much as those little birds plead 
for food. 


Several Theories 
There are several theories con- 


cerning why those cracks appear 
when dry periods come, but the 
one I like best is this: 


They open so that some of the 


first moisture that falls will go 
immediately to the subsoil, 
where it is most needed to save 
deep-rooted, permanent plants, 
such as trees and shrubs. After 
all, it may take 40 or 50 years to 
replace a large shade tree. 


As the subsoil's thirst is 


slaked, the cracks close, little by 
little, and the moisture 


penetrates ever higher levels of 
soil. 


Of course, capillary action in 


soil draws water ever deeper 
into the earth, but that is a 
relatively slow process. Capillary 
action is fine for periods of nor- 
mal rainfall, but in periods of 
drouth, the cracks are needed. 
Said in another way, they're an 
emergency measure. 


Another function cracks per- 


form relates to fast-falling rains 
— gully washers. When normal 
or above-normal moisture is 
falling, the ground can afford 
this runoff. After all, there's 
plenty of moisture in the ground 
for all needs. 


But in times of drouth, the 


earth simply can't afford any 
runoff and, of course, those yaw- 
ning cracks in the ground catch 
every drop and hold it close to 
where it falls. 


Warning: Fill 'em 
And now comes a warning. If 


those cracks in your yard are not 
filled by cold weather (par- 
ticularly ground feeze) some of 
your valuable ornamental trees 
and shrubs are going to be hurt 
— possibly killed. 


Soil is a marvelous insulator. 


It keeps much of the cold from 
the roots of plants. Those cracks 
in the earth will let in frigid air 
and this is bad, very bad. In fact, 
nearly all plants hate any kind of 


air, hot or cold, around their 
roots. 


To fill cracks, simply turn the 


garden hose on and let the water 
slowly saturate the earth. In 
many cases, a sprinkler or nozzle 
will not be needed. Just let the 
water flow, being careful, of 
course, that it does not reach the 
street. 


The best time to fill cracks is 


in the morning or evening or on 
cool days. Evaporation is higher 
on hot days. 


Incidentally, the deadline for 


crack Ming will be about Dec. 5. 
This is usually about the time 
the ground freezes in Lancaster 
County.

Protect Garden From Frost

This time of year concerned 


gardeners begin to think about 
protecting their valuables from 
the first killing frost. 


A clear sky, no wind and an 


early evening temperature in the 
low 40's would indicate frost is 
possible. Many times the first 
killing frost may be followed by 
several days or even weeks of 


good growing conditions. 


If frost is imminent, gather all 


the ripe, tender vegetables. Also, 
all the green produce that will 
mature after picking should be 
gathered before the first frost. 
Tomatoes, eggplants and other 
garden crops which are tender 
could be covered with boxes, 
bags, blankets and bottomless 
gallon jugs. This will protect 
your plants down to 28°F. (—2° 
F>. Do not let tender plant 
foliage touch the sides of metal 
or plastic containers. 


A few of the fall garden crops 


like radishes, lettuce, cabbage, 
kohlrabi, cauliflower, broccoli, 
carrots and spinach may stand a 
few degrees of frost without 
protection. 


A frost kills plants by turning 


water inside the plants to ice 


crystals which puncture the cell 
walls. You may be able to save 
plants which get lightly frosted 
by misting them with a fine 
spray of water before the sun 
warms up the plants. 


Irrigation is a more exotic way 


of protecting your plants from 
an early fall freeze. Water 
releases heat as it freezes (144 
BTU's given off for each pound 
of water frozen). Therefore, if 
your garden needs irrigation, the 
night a freeze is expected turn on 
the water before you turn in. 
There may be some ice in your 
garden the next morning but 
your plants will be protected by 
the heat given off during this 
process.

With a Knack 


For Funny Tales 


Lancaster County Judge Ralph Slocu 


By Dan Pedersen 
Each hand is caught up in a whirlwind of 


conversation. Fingers flutter in airy ideas 
and wiggle through windy jokes. 


"I could tell ya' dozens and dozens of 


stories," he says. But there is nothing 
hypothetical in the statement. 


Lawyers who visit his chambers for five 


minutes of legal business may find 
themselves listening beforehand to 10 
minutes of something else — a recipe for 
fruit soup or excerpts from a magazine arti- 
cle on a curious disease. 


Visitors to his Sheridan Boulevard home 


will find the yard landscaped with conver- 
sation. An empty place where a tree once 


stood is a tale. And queer little cactus 
plants that grow in the rock wall are dis- 
cussions. You can even take one home "if 
ya' want and if ya' got a place to kick 'em." 


Judge Ralph Slocum is 73. Nebraska 


statutes dictate his retirement at the end of 
this year. 


Never 'Retiring' 
But the judge's personality has never 


been retiring and is not likely to become so 
naxt January. Nebraska statutes place no 
restriction on stories. 
.Lancaster County Judge Slocum was 
once a Lancaster County criminal. A 
burglar of sorts, growing up in the Lincoln 


suburb of College View ... Once upon a 
time. 


"When I was 15 years of age, I helped a 


fella steal a couple of electric fans from his 
•father. Now this fella's father was the 
meanest guy. He wouldn't give his boy any 
money to go to a show and wouldn't give 
him anything when he worked. He was just 
a mean father ..." 


The judge talks about the father for at 


least a quarter of an hour. Slocum is the 
kind of man who cannot talk about himself 
without talking a good deal about others. 


College View Gang 
"Well, anyway, I agreed to be the son's

Slocum would later attempt to prove that 


the law could be human, too. 


Divorce Grounds 
Much of his early legal practice consisted 


of divorces for women belonging to the 
Seventh-day Adventist Church, the church 
in which Slocum was reared. Seventh-day 
canons required that a divorce be granted 
on the grounds of adultery if the woman 
was to remarry and remain in the church. 


So lawyer Slocum would draw up a peti- 


tion alleging all the grounds for divorce 
listed in Nebraska law. And adultery was 
included even if sufficient proof didn't 
exist. 


"I never told other lawyers about it 


because I thought they'd think I was tricky. 
But I told every judge about it 


"I said, 'If you're wondering why I'm 


throwing such a general thing at this guy, 
it's because this is an Adventist woman. 
And you're gonna' listen to everything 
that's said on the stand and you're gonna' 
grant the divorce or you won't. And in your 
findings, you can just state that some of the 
grounds listed in the petition are true. And 
if somebody thinks that means adultery, 
let'em think it.'" 


$27 Fee 
So the divorces were granted, and the 


church accepted them and lawyer Slocum 
got his fee. "One time I figured it up and I 
averaged $27 a divorce. I didn't make much 
money on them, but I didn't lose anything 
either." 


Larger fees followed. 
After several years of general practice, 


Slocum finally surpassed his former in- 
come as a car salesman. And after several 
times several, be was earning more than be 
would ever make as a judge. 


Larger honors came as well. In 1948, he 


authored and pushed through tbe 
Legislature a curative act making adop- 
tions irreversible once two years have 
passed. He still reads tbe law with pride.

judge, Slocum was elected a full county 
judge and found a philosophical home. 


Never Surprised 
"The most important thing for a judge to 


know is never to be surprised. I could tell 
you hundreds of funny tales that I wasn't a 
bit surprised at — lawyers and doctors 
brought in for window peeping. 


"I remember an old friend from high 


school was brought in for petit larceny and 
I wasn't surprised. And I wasn't surprised 
when my neighbor lady down the street 
was charged with murder. Everybody has 
the potential to break the law. It could 
happen to anybody." 


As Slocum reviews his history on the 


bench, long histories of others interrupt it. 
He opens his desk and reveals a drawer full 


of people, people kept in chronological 
order, people on pieces of paper. Letters 
from foes and admirers. Newspaper clip- 
pings. Notes from men he sentenced to jaU. 
Each one sparks an interest 


'Buy a Dog' 
A man sentenced to a term of several 


months wrote the judge a host of insults, 
suggesting he was "an apprentice idiot" 
and concluding with the sentiment, "If you 
want a friend, buy a dog." 


The judge recites the letter and, looking 


up out of the comer of his eye, says the 
writer "has some pretty good ideas there." 


And then Slocum tells about one of his 


own ideas — that some "official card" 
should be given to young courtroom 
visitors as a memento of their trip. 


But the card would certainly need some 


proper legal illustration. So the judge 
began to hunt for an approprite Dame 
Justice, holding the familiar scales. 


He wrote to the Chicago Bar Assn., but 


their Dame Justice was "too stout" He 
wrote to Hollywood to get a copy of Perry 


- Mason's Dame, but discovered she had no 


feet. The TV show only used above-the- 
knee shots. 


His Card 
Finally, he paid a local artist to draw the 


lady and design her onto a three inch by 
four inch card. And Slocum signs the card 
"in the prettiest writing I can," records the 
date and the visitor's name. 


"I think I wanted most people to think I 


was a kindly judge," he reflects. 


But lawyers in the county attorney's of- 


fice can testify the judge has been stern 


when he had to be. Stiff sentences from 
Slocum are not infrequent. 


The judge's speech was forged partly in 


the classroom and partly on the street. And 
so was his common sense. 


Ask others about Slocum and commen 


sense is the quality most often mentioned. 
Add a strong sense of logic, a rigorous 
belief in filing petitions meticulously and a 
penchant for small talk in the courtroom 
that turns anger into reason. 


A Wilderness 
Ask Slocum about Slocum and he'll tell

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Kay's Life 'Mostly About Joy'

Kay Felton can tell you, with eyes 


sparkling with joy, about dancing on the 
top of a piano in Chicago the night she 
graduated from stewardess training 
during WWH 


And with eyes reddening with unshed 


tears she can outline the pain of giving 
birth to a Mongoloid child and having 
that child die when he was 3% years old 


She believes there is a relationship 


between the pain one experiences and the 
capacity one has for joy 


At 36, Mrs Felton believes her life has 


been mostly about joy 


When Mrs Felton went to apply for a 


job as stewardess, requirements were a 
height of 5 feet 5 inches or less "I'm 5 
feet 6 inches But the examining doctor 
was kind of cute and he just said, 'Five 
feet five' ' 


21 Sailors 
Her first flight out of San Francisco 


was in a DCS on New Year's Eve with 21 
sailors aboard who had been in the South 
Pacific four years Their advances caused 
her to ask the plane captain to keep the 
' Fasten Your Seat Belt" sign on during 
the entire trip 


"The captain obliged until midnight 


Then he turned the sign off It was some 
New Year's Eve," Kay recalls 


• 
Flight in those days included the filling 


and spilling of burp cups due to down- 
drafts in flight, and stewardesses often 
peeling themselves off the ceiling After 
one such month, which included 200 
hours of flight time, Kay got active in un- 
ionizing stewardesses 


' I thought a strike would be lots of fun, 


but my contemporaries wouldn't They 
didn t want the public to know what low 
salaries we were earning " 


Up to $155 
The strike threat resulted in a raise 


from $125 a month to ?155 and the air- 
lines paying half the cost of stewardesses' 
uniforms 


She had decided to become a teacher 


when at 26 she met Dick Felton and 
married him because "He was the first 
man I'd ever met who treated me as a 
person and not as a date We could talk 
about ideas and our philosophies were 


the same," she said 


Felton is an economics professor at the 


University of Nebraska-Lincoln Their 
children are Jim, 28, and Joyce, 25 


She thinks the neatest accomplishment 


of an accomplishment-packed life was 
when she was a homemaker with small 
children and living in China Lake, Calif 
There were 13 candidates running for 
county sheriff She asked all 13 can- 
didates to come to her home to tell her 
why she should vote for them Most 
came After she made her choice she 
agreed to address 5,000 cards for the can- 
didate of her choice 


5,000 Is a Lot 
"You can't believe it I had no idea how 


many 5,000 was" Her man won After 
that, any candidate for political office in 
Kern County tned to sohcit the support of 
Kay Felton before declaring candidacy 


"But since I have mostly coordinated 


campaigns for losers like Adlai Steven- 
son," Kay said 


Kay's parents were divorced when she 


was very young The necessity of her 
mother going to work resulted in a boar- 
ding school, grandmother coming to live 
with them, and finally being enrolled in 
Catholic schools so nuns could take care 
of her and her brother and sister until 
their mother came home from work each 
day "That's how we became Catholic," 
Kay said She is now an active Unitarian 


She said the instability of life caused by 


her divorced parents never made her feel 
underprivileged "We felt we were very 
cosmopolitan 
We were very indepen- 


dent Mother would put us on a train 
when we were quite small from Los 
Angeles to Colorado each summer We 
traveled without adult supervision It was 
good for us " 


Taught Math 
At a League of Women Voters meeting 


Kay leaned that there was a need for 
teachers at the Men's Reformatory So 
she became a teacher of remedial math. 


It was the students there who used to 


say she should be a counselor so she took 
their advice and got a master's degree in 
psychological counseling from the 
University of Nebraska in 1972 


She has taught College Reading Skills

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Reverse Cross-Stitch From Assist, Italy 


The town of Assist in Italy is most famous for its good 


citizen of the past, St. Francis, who is said to nave com- 
municated with the animals. The town is also noted for its 
pottery and a little-known form of needlepoint, a reverse cross- 
stitch design. 


In Assisi needlepoint the background is filled in, leaving the 


design unworked. The color for Assisi work is traditionally a 
maroon or a brownish-red, although other colors have also been 
used. This type of cross-stitch is mostly used for border designs. 


1. The design shown, originally painted on a pottery vase, is 


taken from a tablecloth. Repeat this design to form a border on 
a tablecloth, place mats, napkins, scarfs, skirt hems, etc. 


The design shown is placed on a boxed network called a 


grid. It can be enlarged to fit your needs. 


3. Enlarge the grid along with your design on a sheet of 


lightweight paper. 


4. After you have drawn your design, use it as a pattern to 


draw a repeated design on several sheets of tracing paper that 
have been taped together. 


5. Rub the side of a lead pencil on the underside of the 


tracing over all the lines drawn. 


6. Pin the tracing on the fabric with the side that has the 


pencil nibbing face-down on the fabric. 


' 7. Push a straight pin through the lines of the tracing, pier- 


cing the fabric. This will transfer a dotted line onto the fabric. A 
dressmaker's tracing wheel works well, also. 


8. Thread a wide-eye needle with maroon embroidery 


thread. Knot the end. 


9. A cross-stitch is exactly what it implies, two stitches of 


equal length cross each other, forming an X. Start with a row of 
cross-stitches at the top to form the outer limits of the border. 


10. Work down in rows leaving the design area unworked. 


Work within the weave of the fabric to form even stitches.

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Fat Stereotypes Don't Fit

Chicago (AP) — Fat people 


can be happy and healthy, says a 
New York sociologist. And it's 
tune to break disdainful and 
stereotyped attitudes toward 
this minority group, she adds. 


Bodies come in many shapes 


and sizes, and one is not 
necessarily better than another, 
said Dr. Natalie Allon of Hofstra 
University, Hempstead, L.I. 


"People in this country nave a 


mania about eating and dieting. 
There is such a panic about 
being too fat or occasionally too 
skinny," she said, blaming the 
fashion industry and advertising 
for idealizing a "stick figure" 
and the "walking hanger" look. 


Dr. Allon, who has been 


studying social reactions to 
overweight people for more than 
10 years recently presented a 
study of reactions toward fat 
people at a meeting of U.S. and 
Canadian nutritionists at 
Michigan State University. 


Not all overweight persons are 


interested in losing weight and 
people should be more open "to 
multiple alternative lifestyles," 


she sSid. That means they should 
not condemn those who are 
different. 


The stigma attached to being 


fat prevents many fat persons 
from realizing their potential 
because their concern over being 
overweight overshadows their 
abilities, she says.

Rheumatism and Corns Are Do-It-Yourself Forecasters 


Not too Scientific But Pretty Accurate

Science now admits that grandpa's 


rheumatism is probably as accurate a 
weather indicator as anything they can 
come up with. And grandma and her corns 
are credited with knowing what they are 
talking about when they send out signals of 
a coming change in the weather. 


If you suffer from both rheumatism and 


corns it appears you have all equipment at 
hand for do-it-yourself weather forecasting. 


Such bodily tip-offs may take care of 


short-range weather prognostications, but 
what about the long haul? For example, 
what kind of a winter can we expect in 
1976-77? Certainly we have weather 
satellites circling the globe every moment 
of the day and night. And we have learned 
meteorologists constantly studying the 
vagaries of the weather while feeding their 
findings into computers for answers. 
Nevertheless the weather wizards seem to 
be wrong about as often as your next door 
neighbor in foretelling what Mother Nature 
is cooking up. 


In spite of all the sophisticated 


forecasting equipment, climatologists can 
only agree on a single forecast and that is 
that the weather is becoming more un- 
predictable. As for long-range global 
weather, some of the experts predict that 
another little ice age is on the way; others 
hold to the idea that the earth is warming 
up. They warn that a drop of only a single 
degree in temperature would play hob with 
the production of crops, while on the other 
hand a tiny rise in temperature would melt 
the polar ice caps and drown cities along 
the coasts.

Our ancestors didn't look so far ahead as 


to give them worries about changes in the 
climate, but they did have interesting and 


varied ways of forecasting weather.

Dogs and oxen lie on their right sides. 
Clotheslines slacken. 
Spiders spin and ants build. 
The smell of pipe tobacco lingers. 


On the other hand, it will be fair 


weather if: 


Cats wash behind ears. 
Birds fly high. 


Red ball sunset. 
Rainbow in east. 
Crows fly in pairs. . 
Good fellows get together. 


Look for a cold spell if: 


Pigs store straw or grunt uneasily or 
huddle. 
Pheasants come Into creeks.

New Hymn More Than Doing Job

The chorus of Sidney Carter's 


contemporary hymn is startling 


"It's God they ought to 


crucify, instead of you and me, I 
said to the carpenter, a-hanging 
on the tree " 


And startle is exactly what the 


hymn is supposed to do — startle 
and provoke discussion 


But the chief chaplain at the 


Veterans Administration (VA) 
finds the words not only startling 
but sacrilegious as well and has 
ordered the hymn removed from 
15,000 newly purchased copies of 
"The Book of Worship for 
United States Forces" used in 
VA hospitals 


The hymn, "It Was on a 


Friday Morning," has been the 
target of conservative groups 
who have mounted a letter- 
writing campaign to members of 
Congress, attacking the hymn, 
and tbe House armed forces in- 
vestigations sub committee 
reportedly has been "talking to 
people at Defense" about the 
nynux

Threatened 


The Office for Church Life and 


Leadership of the 18-nulboo- 
member United Church of 
Christ has threatened to bring 
suit against the Veterans Ad- 
ministration if the hymn is 
removed from tbe hvmnal. 


"We are shocked that such a 


directive could ever have been 
conceived, much less complied 


with by the hospitals," said Leon 
A Dickenson in a letter to 
Richard L Roudebush, ad- 
ministrator of veterans affairs 


Not only does the order to 


delete the hymn raise the 
general spectre of censorship, 
according to Dickenson, it also 
raises questions about govern- 
ment officials imposing their 
own religious ideas on people 
He said the order to delete the 
hymn "opens a way to describe 
and proscribe what religious 
ideas, activities and liturgical 
materials are acceptable and ap- 
proved." 


"We fault the leadership of me 


Veterans Administration to have 
crumbled before the petty 
religious opinions of the 
politically powerful." the letter 
added "These political leaders 
have dared mix politics and 
religion They would be the first 
to decry mixing religion with * 
politics by religious bodies and 
agencies' 


'Blames'Discarded 
The hymn, one of 41 folk songs 


in the hymnal, is told from the 
point of view of one of tbe 
thieves hanging on the cross with 
Christ In it the thief brushes 
aside all the traditional 
' blames" for the crucifixion — 
Pilate the Jews, the devil-and 
declares. "It's God I accuse." 


The song is meant to be used 


during Good Friday services and 
as an aide to discussion groups 
talking about tbe meaning of tbe 
crucifixion 


"To hell with Jehovah,' the 


thief declares after noting that 
"the carpenter" is innocent of 
any sin and that God doesn't do 
anything to save bun 


What those who protest the 


song miss is that the thief s 
speech, although ironical, is a 
traditional expression of the 
classic Christian dogma of the 
crucifixion It is ironical because 
the thief does not realize it is 
God on the cross and it is God. 
blameless, who is being 
crucified 


The phrase "to hell with 


Jehovah, becomes a prophetic 
statement of the dogma of God's 
descent into hell

Legislative Council Executive 
Board to tackle questions in- 
volving decisions by officials 
who ignore implementation of 
laws on the basis of legal 
opinions issued by Atty. Gen. 
Paul Douglas. 


Beam supplied

members with suggested 
remedies in the controversy, 
which results this year from non- 
implementation of medical 
malpractice insurance legisla- 
tion and a school appropriations 
measure for the Ponca School 
District. 


Beam suggested seeking either 


a writ of mandamus or a 
declaratory judgment, with or 
without a request for injunction 
relief, as the best court remem- 
dies to force implementation 
despite a state official's decision 
to follow an attorney general's 
opinion.

Even though the Eastern-reared chairman was teased for 


returning to the Nebraska wasteland, "I feel like I should be 
here," he said. 


"There is a real sophistication about the arts here," he 


remarked. "The people are genuine." 


Whole Temple Building 
McGraw is anything but despondent about his movejffest 


Along with the creation of the master of fine arts program — "a 
real ace in the hole" — came the acquisition of the entire Tem- 
ple Building for theater 


"The space is marvelous," he said. 
McGraw said four theaters are functioning — Howell, 


Studio and two lab theaters. And there is a possibility of two 
more 


To start the year off right, McGraw called for a retreat of 


faculty members and students before classes began. 


"It was a time for everybody to get things out on the floor 


and establish goals," he said. "Now the students have an equal 
voice " 


In addition to being chairman of the department, McGraw 


is a full professor, an area in which he likes to keep active. 


Teaching Interest in Directing 


His major teaching interest is directing, "the most difficult 


of theater arts to teach," he remarked. "A director has to know 
everything " 


McGraw remarked there are "not too many of them (direc- 


ting instructors) in the country," because it is so time con- 
suming 


"I have developed a curriculum on how to direct that does 


not exist anywhere in the country," he said, stressing that he is 
"interested in developing a good overall professional program 
for actors, directors and designers." 


He feels that after the welcome separation of the speech 


and theater areas, bis department can forge ahead. 


McGraw would like to see more professors teaching more 


specialized course and more graduate assistants. 


The current theater curriculum is being re-evaluated "but it 


isn't all tossed out by any means," he said, adding there is a 
need for "more instruction for actors in voice and body. We 
have some, but it is minimal." 


He would like to see a new approach to the introductory 


theater course, thus producing a class that "everybody will be 
dying to take."

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Disturbing Portrait 
Of Gen. Idi Amin 
By David Dugas 
New York (UPI) - Uganda's 


President Amin certaintly ranks 
high among the more bizarre 
and brutal figures on the current 
world scene. A documentary 
called "Genral Idi Amin Dada" 
by French filmmaker Barbel 
Schroeder presents a close if 
superficial look at the man. 


The picture was filmed in ear- 


ly 1974, so there are no 
references to the Israeli raid on 
Entebbe Airport or to rising op- 
position within Uganda to 
Amin's economically crippling 
rule. 


Notes provided by the movie's 


distributor say Amin agreed to 
be filmed on the assurance "the 


general would be allowed to 
direct a major part" of the pic- 
ture. Schroeder further dis- 
claims any attempt at political 
analysis. Amin's statements are 
allowed to stand regardless of 
their truth. 


Perhaps that is the only way a 


film such as this can be made. 
One sees the general comman- 
ding crocodiles to swim at 
Kabarega State Park, exhorting 
cabinet ministers to "Love your 
leader" and advising Ugandan 
physicians to be "very smart and 
clean" and not spend too much 
time getting drunk. The doctors 
laugh or simply look bored.

He simply lets 
him show himself — proudly 
playing with six of his 18 
children or chuckling when 
asked about this telegram to 
Germany saying that Hitler 
didn't kill enough Jews. 


This is a sometimes facinating 


and disturbing portrait of power. 
But one comes away wishing 
that in 90 minutes it somehow 
had been able to tell a great deal 
more about the general and why 
10 million Ugandans have en- 
dured him this long.

Sporting his orange hair, 


flaunting a freethinker's position 
on sex and staying a half-step 
ahead of the trend-setters, 
British rock star David Bowie 
has played the celebrity game a 
good many of his 28 years. 


And largely because he has his 


own peculiar rules, he has been 
extremely successful. 


Since emerging from England 


about 1971 as a thin, graceful 
figure in skin-tight costumes, a 
brilliant orange rooster-tail hair- 
do and a poet's approach to pop 
music, Bowie has played some of 
the world's biggest halls, 
drawing crowds in the tens of 
thousands. 


He has sold millions of 


records, winning critical acclaim 
for morethan one album. As he 
gradually toned down his bizarre 
appearance, he came in demand 
as a television guest star, 
appearing On shows ranging 
from Cher to the Tonight Show 
to Dinah Shore. 


Having more or less con- 


quered the world of rock, Bowie 
has also turned for fun and profit 
to the silver screen. 


Bowie's first film is "The Man 


Who Fell to Earth" directed by 
Nicholas Roeg and filmed last 


year on location in New Mexico, 
"The Man" might be a science 
fiction movie, but those who see 
it may come away wondering. 


"It's a terrifying film," says 


Bowie, "and you're not quite 
sure why. There's not much 
blood, nothing sensational 
visually, 
except 
the 


photography, which is pure 18th 
century romanticism. It's 
debatable where The Man 
(played by Bowie) comeS from. 
The times that you see him as 
some kind of creature form, you 
don't really know why. 


"It's very murky, but you cer- 


tainly don't think, 'Ah—there's 
a man from Mars.' It's more, 
'Uh, oh, did I see something 
there?' That kind of thing. It 
affects you after you see the 
film. When you get up the next 
day, it hangs over you. It's not a 
pleasant film to watch, it doesn't 
have pleasant effects. 


Like many of Bowie's early 


musical efforts, "The Man" has 
more appeal to the cult 
audience, the avant garde, than 
for those who flocked to see 
"Jaws." 


But Bowie has no intention of 


remaining strictly a cult figure 
in movies, any more than he did 
in music. 


"I suppose f should have a box 


office smash," he says. "If I do 
too many box office failures, I'll 
only be used by those quaint, un- 
known directors, which is lovely, 
but it's not going to help me. So 
I'll sort of alternate, kind of how 
I do with albums. I bring out a 
stinker, but it sells in rotten dis- 
cos, and then I bring out an 
album that I really wanted to 
make. You've got to be practical 
these days." 


Among other projects, Bowie 


intends to make a film based on 
his own classic rock album, 
"Ziggy Stardust and the Spiders 
From Mars," the story of A rock 
'n' roll messiah. 


" 'Ziggy' is a natural movie," 


he says. "But it would be nice if 
I could acquire some credibility 
as an actor and some more 
experience before trying it."

First Garden lends impetus to 


that enthusiasm. I realize there

twigs, like large pearls laid on 
luxurious brown velvet cloth." 
Winter seemed an unpropitious 
time for birds to nest, but then, 
whatever their faults, which are 
several, New York pigeons area 
temerarious lot. 


So this woman — playwright, 


composer and mother — who 
was waiting "to learn what my 
cells would do, grow obscenely 
or recede into normalcy," began 
to observe the pigeon family and 
keep a diary. Her book Diary of a 
Pigeon Watcher goes beyond ur- 
ban natural history, though, for 
it is a journey into the sea 
caverns of the past — "spiritual 
spelunking" — in search for 
meaning, wholeness. Lacking a 
"definite assurance of future 
time," she roots through 
memory for truffles of un- 
derstanding, of her parents and 
the other people she knew. 


Order and wholeness are 


words much cherished by Mrs. 
Schwerin. The enemy of order is 
anarchy, corresponding to the 
"cells run riot" threatening her 
body. At the edge of the whole 
are marauders, seeking to break 
through; she prefers order: 
family, health and the march of 
ancestral ranks. And so the life 
of the pigeon family becomes a 
kind of psychodrama sending out 
reverberations that elicit in her 
an answering memory play. 


She names the parent pigeons 


Ma and Pa Smith, the babies 


who come along Plucky and 
Browny, 
thus 
skirting 


dangerously close to Disneyish 
cuteness; but the social distance 
between woman and bird is 
held The pigeons provide "the 
chance to look, microcosmically 
at something that was not man- 
made." Their nest is a sort of 
nativity scene without the 
religious connotations, a creche 
in a niche in the urban concrete. 


The more she observes, the 


more the pigeon behavior 
describes lineaments of a family 
life. Ma and Pa Smith are 
faithful parents, devotedly 
feeding their young — always 
before themselves — from the 
breakfast cereal Mrs. Schwerin 
scatters on her window ledge. 
Like all families, they develop a 
' 'story with small dramas, like 
the time when the nest was un- 
der attack from a marauding 
pigeon, whom Mrs. Schwerin 
names Khrushchev. 


The babies develop separate 


"personalities," make their first 
desperately flapping takeoffs, 
frantically clawing to the sky like 
a drowning swimmer seeking the 
surface. Ultimately, their 
parents chase them away and 
produce, in short order, another 
egg whose inmate ends up 
tragically. 


As she observes, the author 


goes back to her own "nest" of 
family and her first abortive but 
finally successful attempts at 
flight. She tells of growing up a 
thin, shy, talented Jewish girl in 


a New England town 
Congregational church 
square. 


Her father was a small-town 


doctor, a polite, cultivated man 
who made himself into an "all- 
rightnik" in order to be accepted 
in this citadel of Yankeedom. 


Her mother, an agnostic like 


her father, presented the radical- 
intellectual side of her heritage. 
A brilliant but cold woman, she 
was a devout Stalinist in the '30s 
— a source of lacerating political 
arguments with her husband — 
who did good works without 
being entirely accepted and 
maintained a salon with free 
lunch for visiting writers and 
poets. 


Doris was programed early, 


on to be an overachiever, but 
after her mother's death and her 
entry into college, she slipped 
off the track, missing classes, 
having love affairs and writing 
music for a local theater group. 
Fortunately, her self-discovered 
talents led her into a career as a 
composer of theater music, but 
for a tune she drove her father to 
despair with worry over what 
would become of her. 


She was not an unloved child, 


yet her family was niggardly 
with the physical coin of affecc 
tion. Rather touchingly she 
describes how, when she was 
working with the director, Jose 
Quintero, on a play, her father, 
who respected artists, helped 
Quintero on with his coat, pat- 


ting him gently, a gesture that 
moved Quintero to tears because 
he had had his own loveless 
sonhood. 


„ The artist, Mrs. Schwerin 
writes in one of her wise asides, 
is seeking from, the world the 
love denied long ago. 


And so, circling around, like 


birds returning to the nest, the 
author comes to terms with her 
past and with herself. If the 
home truths she finds seem to 
have the smell of the psy- 
choanalytic couch about them 
(in her acknowledgement she 
thanks a doctor one presumes is 
her analyst), still, as Manhattan 
home truths go, circa 1976, they 
are true enough. And always her 
writing is alive with the rush of 
feeling and loss and something 
deeper regained. 


So Diary of Pigeon Watcher is 


"about" a lot of things. About 
having a breast removed, though 
it is certainly not a guide to sur- 
viving a mastectomy. About 
being a Jew in the diaspora and 
embracing her ancestors — "my 
mad, immigrant Jews" — and 
the heredity that included the 
cancerous cells. About being a 
woman and a person. 


She rejects feminism, dis- 


covering that "all I wanted was 
to be a woman in love with her 
opposite, hormonally. To con- 
ceive a king in the light of a mid- 
night sun." Bat not entirely, for 
she thinks that favoring the 


feminine side of her nature she - 
made herself incapable df ?

Symphony History 
One of the seven founders of 


the Lincoln Symphony 
Orchestra, Pierce explained the 
reason it came into being 


"The Kansas City Little 


Symphony was coming here in 
the summer to do children's con- 
certs It was light music. We 
musicians couldn't see any 


reason why we couldn't do those 
concerts 


"So we decided to start an 


orchestra All seven of us were a 
part of it We engaged Rudolph 
Seidel of Omaha as a conductor. 


"We began with 25 players but 


quickly expanded it. The 
theaters didn't have any Sunday 
shows and I could play both in 
the symphony and at the 
theater.'' 


Pierce also was a member of 


the Lincoln Municipal Band 
from the time it started, he said. 
"It's logical for a bass fiddle 
player to play the tuba," he said. 
"I mostly just picked it up."

Guarantee 
On Willys

Guaranteed 100,000 miles or 


three, years! This was indeed a 
remarkable guarantee when 
Willys-Overland announced it in 
the spring of 1940! 


The guarantee was offered by 


Joseph W. Prazer, then presi- 
dent of Willys-Overland of 
Toledo, Ohio. (Frazer, after 
World War n was to join forces 
with Henry J. Kaiser to form the 
new Kaiser-Frazer organization 
on the foundations of the old 
Graham-Paige company.) 


The Willys guarantee was sen- 


sational Who could imagine that 
any car — and especially a small 
one like the Willys 4 — could be 
guaranteed for 100,000 miles? 
But, of course, there was the "or 
three years" clause. Few cars 
could ever be driven 100,000 
mites in only three yean, unless 
they were in almost continuous 
use (such as a traveling 
salesman's car or a taxi). Most 
1940 cars would be driven from 
20,000 to 45,000 miles in three 
years, so Willys-Overland was 
spared from going broke in sup- 
porting 
guarantees. 


Nevertheless, the manufacturer 
claimed that the "three-year, 
100,000-mile" guarantee was

Chicago — After the Chicago 


fire, the worst disaster to hit this 
city occured hi 1967. That's when 
Riverview closed. 


I took my kids there one of the 


last evenings it was open. You 
never heard such sniffling and' 
sobbing as when we left the 
place. I was inconsolable. 


It's depressing to think that 


the average 15-year-old in 
Chicago has never ridden the 
Bobs, or even the less terrifying 
Greyhound.

That meant if 
Riverview was going to get your 
money, it bad to provide you 
with something. 


If the lines had been in- 


tolerable, you wouldn't have 
spent vow money. But Great 


America has a sweet gimmick. 
They get your $7 95 at the gate. 
After that, you are on your own, 
chum If they don't provide 
enough ndes for the crowds, too 
bad, they already have the 
dough 


It's like selling 100,000 tickets 


for a football gme when a 
stadium has only 50,000 seats. 


Other Enterprises 
Most people weren't on rides. 


But they had to do something. 
You can't just walk out The kids 
will cry. And after dropping $40, 
so will you 


Marriott has thought of that 


They have 39 restaurants, and 35 
gift shops. After you drop a bun- 
dle to get in, you can now spend 
more to eat or buy a do-dad. 


Just to be sure that you buy 


their chow, they forbid bringing 
any food or beverages into the 
place No picnics Riverview en- 
couraged picnics. 


Now for the good part. It is 


clean, has nice flowers and trees, 
and the restaurants seem decent 
enough

Networks Seek Laughs, Not Fractures 
As Hottest Ratings Battle Ever Begins 


By The Associated Press 
The new television season opens Monday, 


and some network executives have been 
rewriting the schedule down to the wire. 


Just weeks before the fall premiere, ABC 


called back its schedule for some fast doctoring, 
changing the time periods of five shows, most of 
them new. Then NBC, sensing an opening, post- 
poned at least until January two shows — 
"Gibbsville," a dramatic series, and "Snip," a 
comedy series about a hairdresser — in favor of 
a series of original movies. 


CBS didn't make any late changes. 
The changes were in preparation for the big 


fall suspense thriller — who is going to win the 
bloodiest ratings battle in years. With millions 
in advertising revenues riding on every ratings 
point, more changes are almost certain after the 
season starts. 


CBS dominated the ratings for 20 years but 


ABC pulled the rug out from under the leader 
last season with "Rich Man, Poor Man," 
"Laverne and Shirley," "The Bionic Woman" 
and the summer Olympics. Going into the new 
season, ABC leads by a whisker over CBS. 


ABC is now the most aggressive in its 


scheduling, with 10 new shows, four of them 
comedies and four variety. But in its counter- 
moves third-place NBC has shown it is not going 
to let anyone win by default It is fielding nine 
new shows, including six dramas and a variety 
show. CBS, historically a slow starter and strong 
finisher, is coming up with six new shows, half 
of them comedy. 


No Medical Show 
The ballyhoo for the new season has been 


strident. But behind the press agent wizardry 
and the scheduling sleights-of-hand, there isn't 
much new under the video sun. Not only is there 
more of the same from last year — but more of 
the same fronsyears past 


The western, the military show, blue sky 


adventures and gimmick comedy have been 
recycled into new shows. Variety is making a 
comeback, but much of it is for young people. 


There aie a few hopeful signs. For one 


thing, violence will be down. The networks this 
year are more interested in tickling your funny 
bone than breaking it There are five more com- 
edy shows and seven fewer police shows than 
last year. 


Melodrama, once 'a TV staple, is getting a 


new tease with such shows as "Family," "Best 
Sellers," "Executive Suite" and "Rich Man, 
Poor Man — Book Two." It's a turn away from 
the networks' previous demands for such sure- 
fire heroes as policemen, lawyere-and doctors. 
Incidentally, there is not a medical show on this 
year.

Tokyo (UPI) - About the 


time Barbara Walters signed a 
million dollar contract to co- 
anchor a nationwide news 
program in America, Setsuko 
Murakami lost her job as a 
television announcer in Japan 
because her boss said she's no 
longer pretty enough. 


Murakami, 39, an attractive 


woman with piquant features, 
fashionable short-cropped hair 
and a nice figure, is battling 
against the tide in Japan's male- 
dominated professional world. 


"My boss said I was going to 


be transferred to another depart- 
ment because I was no longer 
pretty and too old to be an an- 
nouncer," she says. "I finally got 


very mad and wrote him a note 
saying 'Cannot accept your 
reason, so I cannot follow your 
order.' " 


The 17-year veteran announcer 


at Nippon Television Network 
went to court and won back her 
job, but her struggle isn't over. 


"I report to work every day, 


but I haven't been given any 
assignment, since I won my 
case," she says. "They're still 
waiting to see if I'll leave on my 
own because of the unpleasant 
circumstances, but I'm not going 
to give up now." 


Sexual discrimination is 


widespread in Japan's business, 


political and professional worlds 
although the post-war constitu- 
tion specifically forbids it. 
Japanese women, one third of 
the work force, usually face 
wage gaps that widen with every 
year of work, discrimination in 
promotions and forced retire- 
ment at the time of marriage or 
the birth of a child.

Silver Dollar's 
Bicentennial 


By Leon Lindheim 
Special Writer 
Hie first silver dollar of the United States is 


dated 1776. This historical coin, the Continental 
Dollar, is known in pewter, brass and silver. On 
its obverse is a chain of 13 rings. Each ring 
bears the name of one of the 13 original states. 


Within the ring are the words "American 


Congress" and "We Are One." On the reverse is 
"Continental Currency 1776," forming a circle. 
Within the circle is a sundial and below it the 
words "Mind Your Business." 


Designs similar to both obverse and reverse 


appear on the paper currency of the Continental 
Congress dated Feb. 17,1776. 


There are four distinct varieties. The most 


common has the word currency spelled "curen- 
cy." A second variety has the word currency 
properly spelled. A third has currency properly 
spelled, but with the words "E G FECIT" 
added under the words "Mind Your Business." 
The fourth variety, and the rarest, has the word 
currency spelled "currencey." 


"Fecit" is the latin for "made it" and E G is 


believed to be Elisha Gallaudet, a die sinker in 
Philadelphia, who is believed to have made the 


Continental currency dollar. 


dies. The design itself is believed to be the 
brainchild of Benjamin Franklin.

Battalion loses about 15-20 
men a month, including some 
who decide to quit on their 
own. As the battalion Ser- 
geant Major, Henry Caro, ex- 
plains, "A lot of men can't 
take the Spartan life we lead." 


Prime example 


Caro is, not at all by chance, 


a notable example of the type 
of soldier the Rangers want. 
He put in three tours in Viet- 
nam, the last one running 
long-range patrols into ene- 
my-held territory. It was dur- 
ing this tour that he was 
wounded. A piece of leg 
bone, now replaced by metal, 
was shot away. He spent a 
year in a hospital, another 
year rebuilding his strength, 
and then volunteered for the 
Rangers. Members of the 1st 
battalion like to point to Caro 
as an embodiment of the de- 
termination it takes to suc- 
ceed with the Rangers. 


The discipline is severe. All 


members of the battalion 
wear skintight haircuts with 
just a hint of fuzz. Formations 
for drill, even for physical 
training, are precise. Military 
courtesy, as it is called, is un- 
failing. When a Ranger meets 
another Ranger who outranks 
him, he salutes and barks, 
"Rangers lead the way, sir." 
"All the way," is the reply. 


Strenuous exercises 


The day at Fort Stewart be- 


gins at 6 a.m. with an hour of 
calisthenics, followed by a 
run of from 2'A to .10 miles. 
All Rangers must be able to 
run five miles in under 4O 
minutes and march 20 miles 
with full field gear in six 
hours. After formal training is 
over for she day, many men 
relax by exercising on their 
own or by lifting weights and 
practicinghand-to-hand com- 
bat 


What makes Ranger train- 


ing truly unusual, however, 
are its field exercises. As the 
Ranger pamphlet puts it, 
"Perhaps no unit in modem 
United States Army history 
has undergone more inten- 
sive tactical training than has 
the 1st Ranger BattaHon." 
Over the past two years the 
battalion has spent two weeks 
a month in the field—in the 


Arctic, in the jungles of Pana- 
ma, in the Texas desert, in 
Germany and in the swamps 
at Fort Stewart. The battalion, 
says the briefing officer, is 
"environmentally trained to 


a few hours' notice." 


The training exercises them- 


selves are significant because 
most of them are assigned by 
the Pentagon. A recent exer- 
cise was to capture an oil re- 


finery and rescue American 
prisoners there. 


Realism stressed 


As with all Ranger train- 


ing exercises, everything was 


mock-up of the refinery was 
constructed, hostages were 
imprisoned and anti-aircraft 
missiles were installed around 
the refinery. The Rangers 
learned about all this through 


aerial photographs of the area 
and devised a two-stage plan. 


The night before the final 


assault, nine 11-man Ranger 
squads parachuted from Chi- 
nook helicopters and moved 


aircraft sites. At 2 a.m. the 
following night they seized 
the enemy missiles. At 2:30 
a.m. more than 500 men 
jumping from C-130's landed 
inside the refinery, and after 


a 15-minute gun battle res- 
cued the Americans. Accord- 
ing to those who participated 
in the raid, the entire opera- 
tion went like clockwork, and 
there's no reason why they 
couldn't do as well with the 
real thing. 


There is, in fact, little rea- 


son to doubt that, as Colonel 
Yaugo says, the Rangers can 
do anything. All they need is 
a chance to do it.

By mid-fall, can-

The actual number of women 
who have serious side effects is quite 
small. 


And the risks also must be compared 


to those of other forms of contracep- 
tion and to the risks of pregnancy. Sta- 
tistics tell the story: taking all women 
who use the pill, aged 15 to 44, roughly 
three of 100,000 will die each year from 
complications of the pill. In contrast, 
the death rate from the intrauterine de- 
vice is about one per 100,000 each year.

•he newspapers and air waves are satu- 


rated with stories about newly recog- 
nized risks from medicines containing 
estrogens. 


The Food and Drug Administration has 


received thousands of inquiries from con- 
cerned women. Hundreds of thousands of 
women have questioned their physicians 
about whether they should take these med- 
icines. 


There is legitimate reason for women to 


be asking. The adverse effects being talked 
about include heart attacks from birth con- 
trol pills and cancer of the uterus from es- 
trogens used during and after menopause. 
And estrogens, either alone or as the major 
ingredient in birth contol pills, are among 
the most commonly prescribed medicines 
in America. 


More than 15 million women take drugs 


containing estrogens every day. Indeed, a 
woman could take estrogens all her adult 
life—as a birth control pill, to treat the un- 
comfortable symptoms of menopause, and 
later as a post-menopausal drug, when many 
women believe that they feel better, look 
better and lead more active lives with the 
help of estrogen drugs. 


But every medicine has risks as well as 


benefits. Estrogens are no exception. But it 
is up to the individual to decide wWether the 
benefits of these drugs outweigh the risks 
for her. 


Here is what we know: 
MKTH CONTROL HUS: Except for perma- 


nent methods such as tying the fallopian 
tubes in women or doing a vasectomy in 
males, the pill is the most effective means of 
contraception. When used properly, the pill 
is over 99 percent effective. It is somewhat 
more effective than the intrauterine device 
(IUD), and much more effective than other 
contraceptive methods such as the dia- 
phragm and the condom, which are not as 
convenient as the pill or IUD and are not 
used as conscientiously. 
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so we tuned them in 
the wind tunnel. 


In the study of aerodynamics, "drag" is 
the force that resists the forward motion 
of an object moving through the air.

H 


i the start of the 1970's, a dozen 
casualty insurance companies got 
together to do something about 
what appeared to be massive fraud 


in claims. 


Although there was little proof, indi- 


cations were that it could be a $1.5 bil- 
lion annual rip'off—that fully 10 percent 
of casualty claims involved fraud of 
some sort. 


Thus was born, out of a desperation 


in the industry, the Insurance Crime 
Prevention Institute, a little-known but 
tremendously 
effective 
organization 


that in five years has been instrumental 
in obtaining.more than 2000 indict- 
ments—with a 95 percent rate of con- 
viction—against persons who decided 
that cheating insurance companies was 
nice easy money. Indeed, the ICPI has 
turned up highly organized rings 
around the country, involving doctors 
and lawyers, that had been preying on 
the insurance business for years. 


When the 12 companies 
(since 


grown to 324) decided it was time to 
•fight fraud, they turned to a young, 
former New Haven police chief as the 
man to get the job done. 


Averts bloodshed 


He is James F. Ahem, now 44, who 


had attracted national attention on May 
Day in 1970 when 50,000 demonstrators 
arrived in New Haven from all parts of 
the country to protest the murder trial 
of Bobby Scale and other Black Pan- 
thers. New Haven could have been 
bathed in blood, in one of the worst 
confrontations of the age of militancy. 


But it wasn't Ahem, using a policy 


of non-provocation, kept New Haven 
cool, won the praise of the Civil Liber- 
ties Union and was suddenly a symbol 
of the educated, progressive law en- 
forcement official. He was mentioned 
as a possibility to direct the FBI, turned 
down offers to be police chief in Cleve- 
land, Detroit and other major cities and 
the Commissioner of Corrections for 
New York. Instead, he took the insur- 
ance offer. 


"It was a challenge," he says. "It was 


a field, white collar crime, that no one 
knew much about I certainly didn't I 
was in local law enforcement for 18 
years before I started here and in all 
that time, I only had'one case involving 
the insurance aspect of crime. I had

been told that an incredible number of 
professional people were involved in it, 
but I never dreamt that it was as big as 
it is. It's shocking." 


How does he know, outside of the 


arrests and convictions, that real head- 
way is being made to reduce the num- 
ber of bogus insurance claims—that as 
soon as one ring is shut down another 
does not take its place? 


"When we get a good wave of arrests 


and convictions in one area, insurance 
people will tell us that lawyers are with- 
drawing a lot of cases voluntarily. The 
rate of suspicious cases just drops. After 
we make an initial impact, it's just a 
case of keeping the pressure on." 


To keep the pressure on. Ahem has 


assembled a top-notch corps of 70 full- 
time investigators, working out of re- 
gional offices across the country. 


The ICPI agents are former local and 


state policemen, former FBI agents, 
postal inspectors. Internal Revenue 


Service investigators, even investigative 
reporters. 


The top men are all former top cops, 


like Ahem. Francis J. Wolfe, his assis- 
tant, retired as a deputy inspector with 
the New York City Police Department, 
holds 16 citations from it. Ira Bluth, 
director of ICPI's Eastern Region, was a 
deputy chief inspector in New York, co- 
ordinated the narcotics operation that 
became known as the "French Connec- 
tion." Charles G. Ward, the Midwest 
regional director, served 26 years with 
the Federal Bureau of Narcotics and 
Dangerous Drugs, arrested Joseph Va- 
lachi, the-underworld informant who 
gave the country its first real insight into 
the Mafia. Kenneth J. McCauley, the 
Western regional director, retired from 
the Los Angeles Police Department as 
head of the Investigative Services. 


No guns 


ICPI agents have no power of arrest 


or subpoena, do not carry guns. Instead, 
they work with existing authorities— 
local, state and national—pass on in- 
formation which they have gathered 
and hope for indictments. 


"They work awfully hard and long," 


says Ahem. "Maybe it's because they 
have their freedom. Our only purpose 
is to fight crime. We don't put any pres- 
sures on our agents, except to do the 
job." 
This philosophy ties in with 


Ahem's criticism of police spelled out 
in his book PoWce in Trouble. It is that 
police departments are involved in 
work that has nothing to do with pre- 
venting crime and are subject to all 
sorts of political and underworld pres- 
sures to look the other way. He leaves 
his agents alone as long as they do the 
job they were hired to do. 


What sort of crimes do the agents 


turn up? "It boggles the mind," says 
Ahem. The capacity to cheat is virtually 
unlimited. So is the ingenuity. 


People mutilate themselves to get 


insurance settlements. One town in 
Florida is known as "Nub City," be- 
cause so many of its residents have filed 
claims about loss of fingers and toes. 


One case involved a lady who filed 


insurance claims with several com- 
panies, saying she had been' knocked 
off the toilet in her camper by hit-and- 
run motorists. There are "slip" artists 
who take falls in hotel lobbies. Others 
concentrate on falling outside or inside 


churches, reasoning that the church will 
settle quickly. 


Before Ahern's organization came in- 


to being, a clever person could file 
claims against dozens of insurance 
companies and get settlements from all. 
The insurance business is a very com- 
petitive one. Aetna doesn't tell Allstate 
what policies it is writing or what set- 
tlements it is making 


Now, however, any member insur- 


ance company suspecting a fraudulent 
claim can notify the ICPI. It has a com- 
puter at its Westport headquarters that 
can instantly feed back information 
about past cases or complaints. Ah! 
Here it is. Same name, seven complaints, 
seven falls, all at Sheraton hotels in 
different cities. 


One car, many cases 


Sometimes a car can be used in sev- 


eral insurance settlements without the 
owner's knowledge. A crooked body 
shop will take a car brought in from 
an accident, re-register it under three 
or four other names with phony new 
numbers—and collect three or four 
other settlements. The poor guy who 
owns the car waits for it to be fixed, 
while all the other fixing is going on. 


Ahern's investigators go after the 


small cases, too, but they concentrate 
on the big operators—the "gangs" that 
specialize in insurance fraud. These in- 
volve "runners" equipped with police 
scanner radios who get 'to accidents 
first, refer the person involved to un- 
ethical lawyers who work with un- 
ethical doctors to escalate costs of acci- 
dents and work up big insurance settle- 
ments. Sometimes the accidents are 
simply faked, with the same people 
involved over and over. 


'There's not a city in this country that 


doesn't have some sort of operation in- 
volving runners, lawyers and doctors," 
says Ahern. "We're still finding out how 
far and deep it goes." 


No-fault no help 


No-fault insurance has failed to deter 


fraud, he says. "In fact, it's safe to say 
that no-fault has increased fraud. These 
people just escalate accident xrosts over 
the no-fault threshold. 


Ahern says state bar and medical as- 


sociations have been looking the other 
way. "No one can tell me they don't 
know what's going on, but they are very 
wary about policing their own profes- 
. sions." 


The American Medical Association 


and the American Bar Association say 
they have no power to discipline mem- 
bers. 


The AMA has about 165,000 mem- 


bers of the 400,000 doctors, active and 
retired, in the U.S. The ABA has 207,000 
of the 350,000 lawyers. 


A spokesman for the AMA said rec- 


ommendations have been made to state 
licensing commissions, "which too fre- 
quently are not followed. We have 
called on them to become more aggres- 
sive-

Russell Twist, director of the Department 


of Professional Standards for the ABA, says,

may be a difference in enforcement."

more than 100 persons indicted in a Detroit 
operation, one of whom was the lawyer son 
of a late mob boss; two Bronx chiropractors 
indicted on 242 criminal counts. 


Why do doctors and lawyers get into the 


business of faking insurance daims? "Greed 
and easy money," says Ahem. 


'Take a young lawyer. He's just out of 


law school, rents an office and sits there 
looking at the walls. It takes time to get 
established. Sometimes he takes a partner, 
another young lawyer, and they sit together 
looking at the walls.

"So one day some guy walks in and says, 


'I can get you a couple of accident cases— 
for a price.' This guy can be a cop, a tow 
truck operator, a guy who runs an auto 
body shop, emergency room help, anyone.

All he has to learn is 
how to Joust with an insurance adjuster. 
He really doesn't have to know very much 
about the law. 


"But to be really successful, he has to

by the insurance companies. And the doctor 
does practically nothing for it Maybe he'll 
prescribe 20 visits for heat treatments given 
by a nurse.
